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Skuld Raided by German Police! 


PP-the WEF is an exclusive, undented, Invite- 
only organisation. It is a “think tank" and a driving 
force behind the global economy, its members in¬ 
clude the CEOs from the top 1000 multi-national 
corporations in the world. A select list of academ¬ 
ics, trade-ministers, heads of state, and elite me¬ 
dia will also attend as guests. 

The WEF holds its annual meeting in the 
small ski resort town of Davos in the Swiss Alps. 
According to the WEF this meeting is now consid¬ 
ered the global summit that defines the political, 
economic and business agenda for the year. The 
WEF’s summits allow the richest and most pow¬ 
erful corporations in the world to mingle with trade 
representatives from nations, and with each other, 
to make business deals and determine global po¬ 
litical and economic policies. 

According to the WEF, it initiated the World 
Trade Organisation (WTO), the focus of protest in 
Seattle last year. Its 1982 annual meeting in Davos 
brought together cabinet members of major coun¬ 
tries with heads of international organisations, 
such as the World Bank, IMF, and GATT. This spe¬ 
cial Informal Gathering of Trade Ministers from 17 
countries organised the launch of the Uruguay 
Round, which is where the WTO was founded. 
This is just one significant example of how the 
WEF, driven by its corporate agenda, shapes the 
political, economic and social landscape. 

The World Economic Forum is an extremely 
powerful and unaccountable body who are mak¬ 
ing major decisions about what we will read in the 
media, what food we will eat, what we will study in 
school, where, when and in what conditions we 
will work; almost every aspect of our everyday life. 
Our actions against the WEF are the beginning of 
communicating our struggles, learning to co-op¬ 
erate, and working towards an alternative to the 
violent world order that enforces exploitation and 
inequality across the globe.

Our resistance must be as global as capital! 


Gerlingen, Germany 

On the 16th of March, 2000 at around 11 AM Skuld 
Releases (a German punk record label, formerly 
the European partner of Profane Existence) was 
raided and searched regarding charges of the "use 
of symbols contrary to the German constitution," 
(§ 86A Abs. 1 Nr. 2 STGB), the "illegal use of pro¬ 
tected copyright," and "the suspicion of tax eva¬ 
sion" (§370 Abs. 1 Nr. 1 AO). 

Prior to this a shipment from Blackened Dis¬ 
tribution in the USA was searched and the "Police 
Bastard" 7" record from the band Doom was re¬ 
ferred to the special German police force for the 
"protection of the German constitution" by customs 
authorities. Furthermore, in the same shipment, it 
was charged that the band Armistice used a bear 
in their logo on one of their records, which alleg¬ 
edly looks like Winnie the Pooh. Walt Disney Ger¬ 
many have since reported Skuld Releases to the 
police claiming violation of the "brand law" (§143). 
The charge of tax evasion was based on calcula¬ 
tions by the customs office stating that goods of 
$195.30 (US) had not been declared. The import 
tax on the sales of these goods amounts to 30 
DM or $18 (US). 

Based on this so-called "evidence" of crimi¬ 
nal activity, a search order was requested and 
granted by a judge. During the search, which 
lasted for four hours, everything that could be 
brought into association (in the broadest sense) 
with the above charges, was confiscated. This in¬ 
cludes all sales invoices from January 1998 to 
February 2000, many other accounting docu¬ 
ments, plus all records which were decorated with 
smashed swastikas, or swastikas obviously within 
an anti-fascist context, were seized. 

As repeatedly done before against other 
German punk record labels, the state's legal in¬ 
strument for prosecuting "right wing" or pro-Nazi 
organizations was used against a part of the anti¬ 
fascist movement This hypocrisy was even ad¬ 
mitted by one of the investigating officers during 
the search, but /Law is law/ and one has the ‘Ger¬ 
man’ duty to act against ’evil' Nazi symbols, never 
mind the context they are being used in. This is 
an obvious effort to twist the terms of a legal docu¬ 
ment to give the authorities moral justification to 
proceed against left-wing politics. 

This confiscation and pending charges are 
aimed only at anti-fascist bands, labels, distribu¬ 
tors, and consumers, with the main goal to moni¬ 
tor and harass anti-fascist (punk) organizations 
and engage in a renewed attempt to criminalize 
the anti-fascist "counter culture.” This is not Skuld 
Releases alone, but Skuld Releases is at this mo¬ 
ment representative for everyone who is actively 
supporting anti-fascist ideals. They will only get 
as far as we are willing to let them. 

NO CENSORSHIP - NO CRIMINALIZATION! 
UPDATE:The prosecutors in the case against 
Skuld Releases have indicated that their main 
charges will revolve around the cover of Doom's 
‘Police Bastard* EP, on which a British police of¬ 
ficer is depicted with a swastika on his helmet. By 
using this avenue, the authorities can skirt around 
the sticky issue of the swastika being used in an 
obviously anti-fascist context (even though the 



prosecution has yet to present their case, but the 
other charges were obviously exaggerated to jus¬ 
tify the search and harassment. 

The legal defense of Skuld Releases against 
these charges are paramount, not only to anti-fas¬ 
cist and punk movement in Germany, but the po¬ 
litical left at large. The charges not only present 
immediate criminal penalties for Skuld Releases, 
but will have long-reaching ramifications in an ef¬ 
fort to criminalize the left. If Skuld Releases are 
found guilty, a new precedent will be set, giving 
the German authorities (and those world wide) 
another weapon in their arsenal of censorship and 
controf. A guilty verdict will also justify further raids 
on other labels and distributors across Germany 
based on seized invoices which document where 
these so called "illegal" records have been sent. 
In North America, Blackened Distribution is head¬ 
ing up the solidarity campaign in support of Skuld 
Releases. Legal defense costs are expected to 
be extremely high and have already crippled this 
small, home-based operation. We are asking that 
people around the world unite to support Skuld by 
helping spread this information, organize benefit 
concerts, or otherwise make a donation to the 
Skuld Defense Fund. Updated information will be 
posted to Blackened's web site and will be mailed 
out periodically.

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Thugs in Blue Practice "Restraint" 
Minneapolis Style on May Day ^ 


On Monday, May 1st, thousands of people in cities 
across the world took to the streets in a day of 
action against corporate power and globalization. 
People marched, partied, danced, and shut down 
entire streets to celebrate May Day, a traditional 
worker's rights holiday. Here in Minneapolis, hun¬ 
dreds and hundreds of people gathered downtown 
and marched through the streets of Minneapolis 
engaging in non-violent direct action, shutting down 
streets and blocking traffic. A total of 34 people 
were arrested for participating in the May Day fes¬ 
tivities after the police attacked the demonstration 
several times. 

The day started off with a rally downtown in 
Peavey Plaza at the intersection of Nicollet and 11th 
at 11:33 in the morning. Our crowd was between 
400-600 strong and it consisted of a very diverse 
range of people of all ages and backgrounds. There 



were working class people, punks, hippies, Aztec 
dancers, union members, AIM members, a Soma¬ 
lian women's dancing group, and activists of all dif¬ 
ferent sorts in attendance at the festivities. An enor¬ 
mous amount of creativity was evident and there 
were massive puppets everywhere. Some people 
walked around on stilts and others brought drums 
and a wide range of instruments. A group of activ¬ 
ists had constructed a giant 10ft x 10ft platform on 
wheels, which was used to transport several 
couches, an electric generator, an amplifier, and 
some instruments. There was even a radical 
cheerleading squad there to rev up the crowd and 
lead some cheers. 

A black bloc of about 30 or so people marched 
in all the way from the University of Minnesota cam¬ 
pus and joined the rally. They held homemade riot 
shields that were ingeniously constructed from or¬ 
ange plastic road construction barrels that were cut 
in half and then covered with paper mache and 
painted to look like masks. These shields came in 
handy and prevented many possible injuries later 


on during clashes with the police. 

There was already a very visual police pres¬ 
ence attempting to control the crowd. However, ten¬ 
sions between the police and us were still relatively 
low at this point and there were not any officers in 
riot gear present. Food Not Bombs had arrived and 
was just starting to set up when the decision was 
made to start moving. 

The crowd traveled a block over and we joined 
forces with a huge labor rally already in progress 
consisting of several-hundred hotel workers de¬ 
manding decent wages and better health benefits. 
The workers were from the labor union HERE (ho¬ 
tel employees restaurant employees) #17 and their 
contract was about to expire. It was the high point 
of the day to see so many people of different back¬ 
grounds united in solidarity against economic 
oppression.The mass of people spilled into the 



streets and we started to move north along 
Marquette Avenue in high spirits while chanting, 
"Whose streets? Our streets!" The mobile carnival 
against capital marched freely throughout the streets 
of Minneapolis for another hour or so surprising cu¬ 
rious businessmen who packed the skyways trying 
to figure out what was going on. 

At the comer of 6th and Hennipen, some ac¬ 
tivists attempted to secure the intersection by set¬ 
ting up couches and locking arms. The police fran¬ 
tically put the couches back on the cart. A thirty- 
foot wooden tripod was erected for a brief moment 
before it was immediately taken down by the police 
and hauled away. At this point, police began show¬ 
ing up in riot gear and the crowd became unsure of 
what to do next. After a tense stand off between 
the police and us, the crowd abandoned the huge 
cart-like platform and we started to move eastward 
down 6th street as a line of riot cops pursued us. 
The protestors at the rear locked arms and formed 
a protective barrier against the police. 

Our mobile demonstration arrived at the inter¬ 


section of 6th and 2nd where we had a rental truck 
parked on the corner complete with sound equip¬ 
ment, some turntables, and a DJ. About thirty of us 
locked arms and surrounded the rental truck. But 
unfortunately before the dance party in the street 
could get started, the DJ was arrested. 

Here the demonstration turned ugly. The line 
of riot cops charged the people surrounding the truck 
with clubs swinging. They beat and arrested people 
indiscriminately. One person had his arm broken 
by the police as he was arrested. Another person 
in custody was seen with his face all cut up as 
though he had been dragged along the ground. His 
hands were also shades of white and blue from the 
plastic handcuffs being on too tight. One young 
lady, who was in the way of the charging brigade of 
boys in blue, was telling them that she was leaving 
and not to hurt her, when an officer thrusted his 



billyclub into her sternum. This serious blow 
knocked the wind out of her causing her to collapse 
on the sidewalk where she was treated by a medic 
for ten minutes. 

The brutality on the part of the police was com¬ 
pletely unwarranted. The protestors were not dis¬ 
playing any violent behavior of any kind. Even when 
we were being attacked, the crowd did not respond 
with force. As the police moved in, the crowd started 
chanting "No violence!" 

The police threatened trained legal observers 
from the National Lawyers Guild with arrest for tak¬ 
ing notes about what was going on and proceeded 
to arrest a legal observer by the name of Randal 
Morris. While he was being arrested, the police 
tried to get his notes but he managed to pass them 
on to another legal observer. 

All in all, there were close to 20 arrests or so 
at this intersection. 

After some indecision about what to do next, 
we started going south down 2nd street, all the while 
being pursed by a vicious looking line of riot police. 


"I think is high time that people stand up to the greed of the corporations, 
and I think that's what people are doing today, -unknown May Day participant 
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"I've never seen it up close like that. They were just beating 
people up. Some girls were sitting down and they were just 

pulling them by their hair." - a bystander observing incident at 2nd and 6th: 




On May 1st, 20001 took to the streets off 
downtown Minneapolis because capitalism has 
to end. Because the calculated and systematic 
exploitation off the planet and its people has 
gone on ffar too long; Because private property 
In the fform off capital has commftted violence 
against indigenous peoples; the poor, and the 
working class ffor hundreds off years. Because 
neighborhoods off color in htinneapolis and 

across the country are terrorized by the police 

■ 

every day. Because my genes are not for sale 
We have allowed ourselves to be domesticated 
and disciplined by an overlapping network off 
institutions (schools, prisons, factories, hospitals) 
that manage and direct our lives from the cradle 
to the grave. We are granted "rights” only on 
the understanding that we will never toe them, 
and when we do momentarily break free 
through spontaneous and creative action we are 
met with Immediate and overwhelming force on 
the part off the police. Never forget that there 
are more bums than mllBonalre* more punks 
than police, and that when we stand together we 
can not only shut down cities, but run them 
ourselves. The streets, the fields, and the 
factories belong to the people and we will take 
them back. Suspect 28 


At this point, the crowd meandered through the 
south part of downtown, not sure what we should 
do next. The police started to direct us down cer¬ 
tain streets by sending a group of ten to twenty riot 
cops running past us and blocking off the streets 
they didn't want us to go down. It was kind of funny 
to watch them try to run; ail huffing and puffing. A 
few more people who were unlucky enough to get 
in the way of the police were arrested here and 
there. 

After weaving throughout the streets of Min¬ 
neapolis for what seemed like an eternity, we came 
to Loring Park at around 2pm. The police stopped 
at the entrance to the park, formed a line and stood 
around looking stupid while all of us sat down and 
down and relaxed. Sister's Camelot, a group that 
distributes free food here in the Twin Cities, served 
food to all the hungry activists. An hour later the 


stitutional right to peacefully assemble and we were 
simply told to go home. By this point, most people 
had left and there were only a few small groups of 
people still roaming around. 

Most of the people who got arrested were 
charged with disorderly conduct and did not get re¬ 
leased on bail until very late in the morning. Before 
they were released, the protestors had to sign a 
document stating that they would not go downtown 
for a week, they could not have any dealings with 
downtown business owners, and they could not 
have any dealings with any union members! 

When the people who were arrested went to 
court, they collectively asked for the paperwork 
detailing their arrests. Since the police had very 
little evidence and paperwork for what each person 
"did", the charges were dropped pending investi¬ 
gation. However, recently at least three of the 


police got bored and left. 

A group of 50 people marched from Loring 
Park back downtown to city hall where the 24 people 
arrested were being held to show solidarity for those 
who were arrested and to wait for them to get out. 
We arrived to find city hall closed off and its en¬ 
trances sealed off by riot police. Several well known 
activists, who were probably targeted primarily be¬ 
cause of their past involvement with the Highway 
55 protest encampment, were arrested by under¬ 
cover police officers. One of the cops was wearing 
a tie dyed T-shirt and was apparently trying to look 
"hip" or something. There were quite a few under¬ 
cover police officers spotted at the May Day events. 

We stood around on the sidewalk outside the 
north side of city hall and waited to find out more 
information about the people arrested. Some people 
drummed and chanted and overall our small band 
of activists were being peaceful and non-confron- 
tational. An hour later, a busload of riot police sud¬ 
denly arrived and told us to clear the area. People 
were starting to leave when the police moved in. 
As we started to cross the street, police tackled and 
arrested close to ten people who apparently were 
not moving fast enough. This was totally unneces¬ 
sary as we were cooperating and clearing the area. 

After crossing the street, the police continued 
to chase us. We asked them where we could be 
and not be arrested while still maintaining our con¬ 


people arrested have had their cases brought up 
again. 

All in all, I think that the events that occurred 
on May Day were positive and showed what can 
happen when different groups combine their efforts 
and = work together in solidarity. The whole event 
was organized in a very decentralized and anar¬ 
chistic fashion with different groups working on vari¬ 
ous projects. The diverse range of organizations 
participating in the May Day actions greatly in¬ 
creased the turnout and diversity of the crowd. 

A May Day celebration is such an empower¬ 
ing experience that one cannot even begin to de¬ 
scribe it. This is one event that is definitely worth 
calling in sick for. Be on the lookout for next year's 
May Day celebrations, hopefully they will be even 
bigger.

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Anti-Corporate Actions: Resist the OAS

This story begins a couple of months back 
when we began planning a benefit show so that 
people could go to this large action in Windsor, 
Ontario. 

Unfortunately, during my drive up to London 
for Mumia leafleting, I managed to fuck up my 
car, yet again. The problem was to do with the 
exhaust system, and I knew this because of the 
familiar loud sound the car was making. Strangely, 
the sound was not coming from the muffler, this 
time it came from the front... I could already tell 
this would be an expensive problem to fix. It didn't 
look like the car would be fixed, but I got it done, 
and increased my automotive debt. 

During this, we had the benefit show, and 
did not make much money due to the May 2-4 
weekend, but enough was made to drive down 
and get some film so all was good. June 4th be¬ 
gan for me at 8:00 am. I got up and immediately 
began taking all the un-needed stuff out of my 
car. This was quite a lot, since I have maintained 
the inside much the same as my room at home. 
After this, I went to pick up my first two, and what 
turned out to be three passengers. We then made 
a stop at a variety store to get some film, then 
began driving to pick up the last passenger. 

We drove for around 2 and a 1/2 hours be¬ 
fore we arrived in Windsor. We eventually found 
a parking spot for a reasonable $2.00 flat parking 
fee and began walking downtown. Looking 
around, one could see helicopters flying around 
everywhere. 

On our way in, we were stopped and our bags 
were searched by police. They sniffed water, and 
asked questions about the stuff we had. "What do 
you need so much vinegar for?" the one cop asked 
a friend. 

He replied, "In case there is trouble." 

"Are you expecting trouble?" asked the cop. 

"Well," answered the friend, "You can never 
be too careful." 

We continued walking and a block or two 
away, came across the Food Not Bombs van; with 
anarchist banners to boot! We chatted, and some 
of our crew had some water melonslices, and then 
we were on our way. 

Since we were late, we didn't know where to 
meet up. We walked down the street to where a 
humyn rights organization were mobilizing and 
joined in with them to march down to where the 
rest of the group were. 

We arrived at a waterfront park around 1:15 
PM and began watching speakers. At this point, 
there had already been some action. A group of 
people had tried to hang a banner on the fence 
and were promptly pepper sprayed by riot cops. 
There were tall chain-link fences separating the 
protesters from the OAS meetings, and behind 
these fences, stood mean and bored looking riot 
police. 

As I walked by I smiled and nodded, at this 
guy who was standing there. He returned the 
courtesy, and I began chatting with him. He looked 
like a "normal" mid-twenties type guy, so I asked 



him what brought him out for the action. "To see 
things," he replied, "See what people are think¬ 
ing." I persisted... "Corporations are raping the 
Earth, and raping people while they're doing it." 
That pretty much says it all. We chatted for a bit 
more and he bought a zine. I then directed my 
attention to the makeshift stage, where a man with 
an accent was speaking. It turned out he was 
Chilean, and was comparing the atmosphere to 
that of when Pinochet was in power. I didn't think 
it was that bad. 

One didn't have to walk too far to come 
across a literature booth set up by either the com¬ 
munists or the socialists. There were people there 
from many different sections of the resistance rain¬ 
bow. 

At around 2:00, we marched out with the in¬ 
tention of marching the perimeter of the fenced in 
area, but 10 minutes later, we turned around and 
walked back to this main corner of the down town 
area. 

I walked back to the park area because I was 
bored, and on my way, ran into an interesting look¬ 
ing person. He stood wearing a Che Guavera shirt 
holding a flag of El Salvador. I approached him, 
and asked him where he was from. He replied 
that he was from Hamilton, Ontario, but was origi¬ 
nally from El Salvador. I asked him what interests 
he had there and he began to tell me about stuff. 

He believed that the OAS was a North Ameri¬ 
can dominated organization, that would act not in 
the best interests of the South/Central American 
participants. Apparently, out of 6 million people, 2 
million people have jobs there, while the rest are 
peasants. 

He also said that for twelve years, a war be¬ 
tween a guerilla group called the FMLN 
(Forabundo Morti Liberacion National - I think?) 
and the El Salvador government. He said the US 
government was funding the government army 
with money and training in the war against he 
FMLN. Since then, the FMLN and the govern¬ 
ment have had a peace settlement, in which a 
condition was that FMLN become a registered 
political party to run in elections. 

I asked what the political leanings of this 
group were, and he told me they were generally 


leftist and was comprised of many different types 
of political people. 

Apparently, there is a network of people all 
over North America working in support of the 
FMLN. 

I walked around for a bit more, until I saw a 
golden photo opportunity. A young man stood with 
a green Rage Against the Machine Zapatista shirt, 
a red bandana, black braids or dread locks, and a 
big black gas mask. I approached him, and asked 
if he minded if I take his picture. He said that I 
could, so he posed for me, and I did the job. 

I asked him where he was from and it turned 
out he was from Kitchener/Waterloo. His motive 
for being there was generally the treatment of 
South/Central America. "Small groups of people 
are making big decisions," he said. 

I left him to walk back to the main street cor¬ 
ner again, taking pictures and chatting along the 
way. When I arrived at the corner, it seemed that 
everyone was just standing around waiting for 
something; although none of us knew what that 
was. We sat down right in the middle of this street 
and continued waiting. 

Suddenly, the crowd got up and began 
marching out. We eventually found out that we 
were now going to march to perimeter of the 
fenced in area. 

We marched along, with cops walking be¬ 
side us the whole way. It was quite a while along, 
when it came in over the walkie talkie that there 
had been a police confrontation, and what turned 
out to be a subsequent arrest. I have no idea 
what happened, but a lot of the people near where 
I was started running back towards the location. 
Organizers started yelling for people to return, and 
not to run, because cops are easily confused. 

People regrouped, and we continued march¬ 
ing, without the knowledge that we were headed 
towards a fenced in area. 

We walked along towards this fence where 
cops were, and outside of this, a bus stood, lonely, 
and wanting of attention. And attention it was given 
- right under the noses of gray-suited scary cops. 

I could see this kid running around the bus 
with silly string, and also with catsup, spraying the 
bus. It was hilarious and scary at the same time. 
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It was then rumoured that the side tires had been 
slashed, and it didn't take long for anti-OAS spray- 
paint and chalk graffiti to appear on it. 

It was after this, that the cops decided they 
had to move it. When the cops made this deci¬ 
sion, many people sat down in front of the bus. A 
forklift slowly drove up to the gate to move the 
huge cement barriers away so that the cops could 
get through the fence. The gate was opened and 
the heavily armoured cops marched through the 
door gripping batons and riot shields. 

The cops moved in and began pepper spray¬ 
ing people, while other riot cops made a circle 
around the sitting people facing towards those on 
the outside to prevent anyone from getting in to 
help the people who were being pepper sprayed. 

It was at this time, that pepper spray drifted 
on the air towards the rest of the crowd. We didn’t 
know if it was pepper spray or tear gas, so we 
each grabbed something to put over our faces, 
and doused the articles with vinegar. 

The smell did not last, however, and turned 
out to be just pepper spray. People had been 
sprayed and batoned and were being treated by 
medics. 

The bus was soon escorted away by the 
cops, and the fence closed off again. I approached 
a medic who was from Montreal and asked her 
what put her in the position of medic. She told me 
that many times she does not like to be in the front 
getting sprayed, but she likes to help people, so 
the medic seemed like a good position for her. 

After an hour of standing at the fence with 
the cops, the “leaders” of the protest met at a gi¬ 
ant paper mache head and discussed tactic. A 
man with a bullhorn said that the decision was to 
meet at the fence where, several people would 
speak about the day’s events, and then we would 
march out towards the location where arrested 
people were kept (Apparently an old Canadian Tire 
building). 

People spoke in several different languages, 
and one point that stood out in the English speak¬ 
ing person’s speech was that we had turned away 
a couple busloads worth of OAS delegates. It was 
also said that the media was saying it was people 
from out of town who were causing trouble, and 
this was being used to further militarize the 
Windsor Police Department. Hmmmm. 

At 4:45 PM, an hour and a bit after we got to 
the fence, we turned around and marched back 
the way we came. We briefly stopped at the loca¬ 
tion that was rumoured to be the make-shift prison, 
but this quickly ended, and we continued walking 
down the city streets of Windsor chanting, “Who’s 
streets? Our streets!” and by the time we reached 
the Revenue Canada building, “The banks, the 
banks, the banks are on fire. We don’t need no 
water let the mother fucker burn.” 

At 5:15 PM, we returned to the waterfront 
park again and just kind of laid around and talked. 
We waited to see what was happening, and then 
decided to leave. It was at this time that an un¬ 
dercover cop was exposed.

O n Tuesday November 30th the streets of Se 
attle became alive with the spirit of revolu 
tion when between 50,000 and 100,000 
people turned out to protest the opening day of the 
ministerial meeting of the World Trade Organization 
(WTO). The whole downtown was shut down and 
the opening ceremonies were canceled. The cops 
were in full force however and tear gas and rubber 
bullets were used repeatedly on nonviolent protest¬ 
ers. Between 20 to 50 people were arrested on Tues¬ 
day and the police repression only got worse as the 
week progressed. Even by Tuesday night, a state of 
emergency (which entails martial law) had been de¬ 
clared and a curfew imposed on all downtown. There 
are numerous accounts of the police tear gassing 
protesters and residents in residential areas out¬ 
side of the curfew zone. 

By Wednesday, a 40 block area of downtown 
had been declared a no-protest zone and several 
hundred protesters were arrested for attempting to 
exercise their constitutional freedoms of assembly 
and speech. Overall somewhere around 700 people 
were arrested during the week and countless others 
were tear gassed by the police. Reports have come 
in that the police: shot people in the face at point 
blank range with rubber bullets; swabbed pepper 
spray directly into protesters' eyes; tear gassed a 
bus full of prisoners; put over 200 of the prisoners in 
solitary confinement; beat an elderly man in a wheel 
chair; shot rubber bullets at residents of Seattle who 
had nothing to do with the protest; and drove a mo¬ 
torcycle over a locked down protester. And just in 
case you wanted to protect yourself from the tear 
gas, gas masks were made illegal! 

All this and yet all we hear about in the main¬ 
stream media is the "riots" and property destruction 
caused by a tiny minority of the protesters. It is out¬ 
rageous how the smashing of a few multinational cor¬ 
porations' windows by protesters receives headlines 
and pious denunciations from the media but the 
bankruptcy of hundreds of small businesses as a 
result of the WTO's policies receives almost no cov¬ 
erage. The property destruction by protesters is in¬ 
significant when compared to the destruction of our 
environment, democracy, small businesses, labor 
rights, human rights and public health that the WTO 
is responsible for. In addition, it is worth pointing out 
that the damage by the protesters was to private 
property, whereas the damage by the WTO is to pub- 

Okay everyone, I'll try to make this coherent, but it's been a 
really long two days and tomorrow promises to be pretty crazy 
as well. 

I'd like to write more about the entire experience but 
right now I'll give you the shortened I need to sleep or I will 
die version, up-to-minute police state siege class war ver¬ 
sion. Check out whatever news you can about Seattle. Brit¬ 
ish seems to be pretty good. There is tons of alternative 
documentation, live internet feeds, etc. 

The real deal: as I write this riot squads and the na¬ 
tional guard are shooting cs gas (tear gas), concussion gre¬ 
nades, rubber bullets, pepper spray (from cannons and di¬ 
rectly into faces), using long batons, boots, etc. against peace¬ 
ful protesters, shoppers, workers, and anyone else they come 
across. Yesterday (November 30), what seems to be at least 
100,000 people took to the streets of Seattle for nonviolent 
protest, civil disobedience, direct action, and also fucking shit 
up. Riot cops (armor, carrying rifles, pepper spray, tear gas 





Ire property - the earth itself. Furthermore, compared 
to the violence and destruction carried out by the 
police against protesters, the protesters 1 actions are 
really pretty mild and perhaps even justified in the 
face of such police repression. So why did so many 
people turn out to protest the WTO? What's all the 
fuss about? 

The WTO was established in 1995 with the 
purpose to eliminate "barriers to trade" which include 
environmental regulations, labor laws, consumer 
protection laws and public health laws. The WTO 
allows countries to challenge each others’ laws and 
regulations as violations of WTO rules. Cases are 
decided in secret by a panel of 3 un-elected trade 
bureaucrats who are not screened for conflict of in¬ 
terests. If a country's law if found to be a barrier to 
trade, that country must either: change the law to 
conform with WTO requirements; pay permanent 
compensation to the other country, or face economic 
sanctions. 

The WTO has ruled that it is illegal for a gov¬ 
ernment to use method of production as a basis for 
discriminating against a product. This means that a 
government cannot treat a product made with child 
slave labor and in an environmentally damaging way 
any differently than a product made by a high wage 
union worker in an environmentally friendly way. For 
instance, a provision of the US Endangered Spe¬ 
cies Act that forbade the sale in the US of shrimp 
caught in ways that kill endangered sea turtles to be 
illegal because it was discriminating against shrimp 
based on how they were produced. The WTO has 
also ruled that governments cannot take into account 
the behavior of companies that do business with vi¬ 
cious dictatorships like Burma when regulating prod¬ 
ucts. This means that the laws that prohibited the 
purchase of products made by companies doing busi¬ 
ness with Apartheid South Africa and were respon¬ 
sible for the fall of Apartheid would be illegal today. 

The WTO has found that restrictions on goods 
must be the least-trade-restrictive possible and the 
restrictions must be "necessary." To prove that a 
regulation is "necessary," a country must show that 
there is a world-wide scientific consensus on the 




danger, and a WTO tribunal of corporate lawyers 
must agree that the proposed regulation is a rea¬ 
sonable response to the danger. This puts an almost- 
insurmountable burden of proof on any government 
that wants to protect its citizens and its environment 
from harm and could potentially overturn the ban on 
chemicals like DDT or PCBs. Furthermore, this 
means that anything is legal until people can be 100% 
sure that the product is harmful. This has the effect 
of being sorry rather than safe and forces govern¬ 
ments to line up the bodies of the dead before a prod¬ 
uct can be regulated. For example, the US chal¬ 
lenged and won a decision against a European Union 
ban on the sale of beef in the EU from cattle that had 
been raised with certain artificial growth hormones 
that significant evidence, but not 100% certainty, has 
shown to cause cancer. 

Even labeling of products could be illegal by 
WTO rules. The European Union has passed a law 
requiring food containing genetically modified organ¬ 
isms to be labeled as such. However, our wise lead¬ 
ers at the Clinton/Gore administration have said for¬ 
mally that this is an illegal restraint of trade because 
there is no difference between normal food and ge¬ 
netically modified food (yeah right). The Clinton/Gore 
administration has officially argued that even "coun¬ 
try of origin" labels are WTO-illegal because they 
allow consumers to discriminate against certain coun¬ 
tries like Burma because of its propensity for slave 
labor. The WTO has not yet ruled that "eco-labels" 
are illegal, but the hand-writing is on the wall. Un¬ 
less something is done it appears to be only a mat¬ 
ter of time before the modern era of environmental 
protection is fully rolled back. 

Sometimes even the threat of a WTO suit is 
enough to get a country to change their laws. For 
instance, in 1988, in response to concerns about ad¬ 
vertising misleading mothers into thinking that baby 
foods and infant formula are healthier than breast 
feeding (breast feeding is superior to all synthetic 
substitutes because it provides an infant with signifi¬ 
cant immunity against disease, creates a strong 
emotional bond between mother and child and helps 
prevent breast cancer whereas 1.5 million infants die 


cannisters, helmets) gassed people sitting on the ground and 
dancing in front of them at 9:30 am. The next time I was 
gassed, again sitting nonviolently (and backed up by the In¬ 
fernal Noise Brigade, (including Jessicka!!) A marching band 
of anarchists in matching band outfits, fuzzy hats, and gas 
masks with flag twirlers, a drum corps, and others, marching 
and standing in formation, as we waited to get gassed!!!! (holy 
inspiration!!!!), as we dispersed they shot the tear gas ahead 
of us up the block, in front of us, trapping people in alleys. 

By 3 PM, after the United Steel Workers and IWW de¬ 
cided to break from the humongous (and only permit granted, 
cop escorted) march and head straight into the heart of things 
and got into a face off with cops, there were many people in 
town who had not received any civil disobedience or nonvio¬ 
lent protest training, and had no experience in this sort of 
thing, and had no idea what was going on, had arrived. This 
face off led to confrontation (another attack from cops), this 
led to a huge standoff 5 PM (again, the Infernal Noise Bri¬ 
gade marched right up in front, this time blockaded with burn¬ 
ing dumpsters, in front of the riot squads and the peacemaker', 
an armored artillery cop vehicle). More people were out in 


the streets, checking things out, pissed at the cops. They 
fired gas, concussion grenades, rubber bullets constantly. 
(During this whole time I was helping to keep the crowds from 
not panicking, moving slowly and not trampling one another, 
helping to treat injured people). 

It was about this time that the rioting really broke loose, 
and i will stress that if it was mindless, it was still in response 
to cop brutality and aggression, curfew was declared, and 
the cops started to drive people out of downtown (which meant 
marching on us, firing tear gas constantly as we dispersed). 
They followed far beyond the perimeter they declared, at least 
two miles out of downtown into a neighborhood which then 
responded in kind as best they could. This fighting kept on 
until am hours. 

Is this readable at all? Sorry. I've been gassed more 
times than I can count now, sprayed with pepper spray, seen 
children, old women, and anyone else you can imagine, bru¬ 
talized. A girl shot between the eyes with a rubber bullet. 
People lying on the ground losing consciousness in clouds of 
gas, running blind and vomiting if they can. 

Today has continued beyond that, with the declaring of 















each year from fetal diarrhea caused from drinking 
infant formula prepared with contaminated water), 
Guatemala passed a law: prohibiting the use of la¬ 
bels associating infant formula with healthy, chubby 
babies; prohibiting baby food manufacturers from 
providing free samples of their product to mothers (a 
mother will stop lactating if a baby starts taking free 
samples and the mother will be forced to buy more 
to feed her child); prohibiting baby food manufactur¬ 
ers from marketing their products directly to young 
mothers in the hospital; and requiring infant formula 
labels to carry a statement that breast feeding is nu¬ 
tritionally superior. Gerber, a US baby food manu¬ 
facturer that sells product in Guatemala, refused to 
comply with these regulations and also refused nu¬ 
merous attempts to negotiate. After Gerber lost its 
final appeal, it threatened to challenge the law be¬ 
fore a WTO tribunal and suddenly Guatemala 
changed its laws to satisfy Gerber. This case illus¬ 
trates how easy it is for huge multinational corpora¬ 
tions to intimidate poor countries into weakening their 
public health, environmental, and labor laws. It also 
underscores the fact that many poor countries can¬ 
not afford to support a full-time delegation to the WTO 
or to maintain in-house legal expertise. To make mat¬ 
ters worse, one country can challenge the creden¬ 
tials of another country, thus prolonging the trial in¬ 
definitely and making defending oneself at WTO very 
expensive. 

Clearly, the system is such that minor reform 
will not do - the WTO will still remain a tool of corpo¬ 
rate oppression with the ultimate goal of reducing all 
barriers to trade. Total abolition of the WTO is the 
only solution. 

No one is free while others are Oppressed - 
Rip the WTO!

workers' rights. On November 30th, as delegates were 
scheduled to begin the opening ceremonies of the 
week-long conference, they were met by tens of thou¬ 
sands of protestors who not only prevented the 
WTO's opening ceremonies from taking place, but 
also managed to shut down the entire downtown 
shopping district of Seattle for the better part of the 
day. This was achieved by the use of large-scale fes¬ 
tive resistance, innovative protest tactics and soli¬ 
darity amongst the varying constituencies of dem¬ 
onstrators. 

Activists built effective blockades and success¬ 
fully occupied street after street throughout the day. 
The police responded to these actions with the un¬ 
provoked use of tear gas, pepper spray, rubber bul¬ 
lets, concussion grenades, pain-compliance holds, 
and clubbings, thus forcing a volatile situation into a 
series of riotous street battles. As part of the more 
militant forms of protest, a loosely organized cluster 
of individuals and affinity groups known as the an¬ 
archist black bloc, engaged in various forms of eco¬ 
nomic disruption by destroying specifically targeted 
corporate property. The corporations targeted in¬ 
cluded: NikeTown and Levi's (whose overpriced 
products are made in sweatshops), Fidelity Invest¬ 
ment (major investor in Occidental Petroleum, the 
bane of the U'wa tribe in Columbia), the Bank of 
America, U.S. Bancorp, Key Bank, and Washington 
Mutual Bank (financial institutions key in the expan¬ 
sion of corporate repression), among others. 

The ACME Collective, in their communique on 
the black bloc, said it best by stating: 

"As anarchists, we contend that property de¬ 
struction is not a violent activity unless it destroys 
lives or causes pain in the process. By this defini¬ 
tion, private property- especially corporate private 
property- is itself infinitely more violent than any 
action taken against it. 

"Private property should be distinguished from 


who are able to accrue more of what others need or 
want have greater power. By extension, they wield 
greater control over what others perceive as needs 
and desires, usually in the interest of increasing 
profit to themselves. 

"Advocates of "free trade" would like to see this 
process to its logical conclusion: a network of a few 
industry monopolists with ultimate control over the 
lives of everyone else. Advocates of "fair trade" 
would like to see this process mitigated by govern¬ 
ment regulations meant to superficially impose ba¬ 
sic humanitarian standards. As anarchists, we de¬ 
spise both positions. Private property- and capital¬ 
ism, by extension- is intrinsic violent and repres¬ 
sive and cannot be reformed or mitigated. Whether 
the power of everyone is concentrated into the hands 
of a few corporate heads or diverted into a regula¬ 
tory apparatus charged with mitigating the disasters 
of the latter, no one can be as free or as powerful as 
they could be in a non-hierarchal society." 

We, the Initiative for a Northeastern Federation 
of Anarchist-Communists, express our deepest soli¬ 
darity with our comrades who took it upon them¬ 
selves to strike capitalism where it hurts and dem¬ 
onstrating to the world the important role militant re¬ 
sistance will play in the struggles yet to come. 

Do not let the blows against this capitalist sys¬ 
tem cease! From Athens, Greece to the streets of 
Seattle, our anarchist resistance is, and will continue 
to be, as transnational as capital!

martial law, police chief refusing to comment when asked if 
gas and bullets are being used, claiming that all explosions 
(the concussion grenades which are fired in rapid succes¬ 
sion into crowds) are pipe bombs thrown by demonstrators. 
The police declared a No Protest Zone in the core of down¬ 
town (a clear violation of first amendment rights, as if that is 
the only violation occurring), a perimeter which you would be 
arrested if crossing into and suspected of being a protester, 
not a business worker showing ID. By this early afternoon, 
they went outside of that zone, way beyond it, firing gas and 
grenades and rubber bullets into crowds, protests, driving us 
into an outdoor market and gassing the market (all businesses 
were open, people on the streets shopping, lunch break, go¬ 
ing home, etc.). Then columns of riots squads began to oc¬ 
cupy streets, beating people, etc. (assume that that is con¬ 
stant), herding people to the waterfront. There has not been 
a curfew imposed in Seattle since WWII, and martial law was 
last declared in 1919. I got out of downtown after sundown, 
up to safe space, and then hours later the cops came and 
invaded, laid siege to the same neighborhood they had come 
to the night before and are still in as far as I know, right now. 


Okay, that's the horror stories, but only a fraction of it. 
The solidarity here has been amazing, steelworkers support¬ 
ing ecology activists supporting anarchists, on and on. Lots 
of citizens completely in agreement and completely disgusted 
by the police state actions. The space that is being used by 
Direct Action Networks (major organizers of protests, includ¬ 
ing Art and Rev, Reclaim the streets, FNB, etc.) is an amaz¬ 
ing hub. The few days before this civil war erupted, they held 
workshops on legal rights, nonviolence training, cd,...). There 
are over 500 people in jail, practicing disobedience and jail 
solidarity there, although their legal rights are being severely 
abused as well. Supposedly jails are full, which is why the 
cops have become so much more brutal, as they have no 
where to put us. But, yesterday they arrested almost no one 
at all, and when asked why not, the chief replied "you cant 
just arrest people for nothing." Oh, but you can brutalize them 
into submission (well, so you think, fuckers). Fuck. 

So, do not believe whatever mainstream media bullshit 
you see. This has been by far and large completely nonvio¬ 
lent, no-confrontation protest. There was some destruction, 
and what some would call deserving businesses were tar- 




geted for the main part (Starbucks, Nike, Gap,etc.). In my 
experience, almost all destruction came in response to po¬ 
lice attacks on nonviolent protestors (not to mention the young 
black kids taking to the streets after years of police attacks). 
This is an all-out war at this point, and it is amazing to me that 
in the face of body armor, batons, grenades, gas, pepper 
spray, rifles, and what is pretty much a tank, we are defend¬ 
ing ourselves with only wetted bandanas, swim goggles (if 
you're lucky), baking soda and water solutions, and solidar¬ 
ity. I am writing to you from a militarized zone where they are 
laying siege to entire neighborhoods in the name of "restor¬ 
ing peace", a peace that exists save for the violence they 
bring. For every news segment showing "the anarchists in 
black" smashing windows, how about us anarchists giving 
medical aid and helping to keep order in the streets while 
under attack? Again, the organizing is amazing, medical and 
communication teams, daily meals, jail solidarity. It's amaz¬ 
ing to see all the red/black flags and neckerchiefs flying ev¬ 
erywhere. Please pass this bn to everyone you know and get 
the word out. Spread the truth.

Linking Arms Without Getting Stepped On

The recent wave of mass protests against 
globalization has found anarchists working in or 
with coalitions on a level not seen for several de¬ 
cades. While the N30 Seattle and A16 Washing¬ 
ton, DC protests owe much of their success to our 
willingness to work in coalition with other radicals 
and progressives, the sweet taste of victory has 
been undercut with a tang of bitterness. This ar¬ 
ticle is based on coverage of the N30 Seattle pro¬ 
tests in both the mainstream and alternative me¬ 
dia and my own experience working with several 
coalitions in Minneapolis in the early ‘90s. 

Why Work In Coalition! 

Anarchists have a (not undeserved) reputation for 
preferring to go it alone when it comes to con¬ 
fronting capitalism and the state. This comes, not 
only from our serious theoretical and tactical dif¬ 
ferences with most groups on the left, but also 
from the almost universal experience of 
marginalization we’ve had when working in coali¬ 
tions. However, there are many benefits to orga¬ 
nizing within a coalition that may outweigh the in¬ 
herent difficulties. First, coalitions provide num¬ 
bers that anarchists organizing alone can rarely 
hope to duplicate. Although only a small percent¬ 
age of them may be radical, there are millions of 
people with some connection to environmental, 
feminist, labor and peace groups. Second, work¬ 
ing with organizations that are more established 
than (generally) young anarchist groups provides 
access to resources (propaganda, meeting 
spaces, mailing lists) that would be unavailable 
otherwise. Third, as we saw in Seattle, a mass of 
less radical individuals provides both legitimacy 
and protection for more radical elements. Specific 
situations may also provide other reasons for work¬ 
ing with non-anarchist groups. 

The Differences Between Coalitions 

While some coalitions, such as the Direct Action 
Network and People for Fair Trade, which orga¬ 
nized the resistance to the World Trade Organi¬ 
zation, are massively broad, others are quite nar¬ 
row. Anarchists who decide to work in coalition 
may find themselves in groups that include from 1 
to 100 other organizations. In general, working in 
a narrower coalition with other small groups is 
easier than working in large coalitions that may 
include everyone from the Sierra Club to the local 
Catholic Archdiocese. The most notable difference 
between broad and narrow coalitions is the ex¬ 
tent that anarchists will be allowed to influence 
the process and tone of meetings and actions. 
Broader coalitions, which are usually created by 
mainstream groups like Greenpeace or NOW, 
operate on the dull, authoritarian methods that the 
majority of their member groups employ. This 
means that meetings have preset agendas, little 
time devoted to discussion or debate, and a bias 
toward the opinions of the largest, most conser¬ 
vative member groups. Broad coalitions rarely 
operate by consensus or direct democracy, and 
frequently have elite steering committees, which 
are allowed to make most of the real decisions.

Conversely, it’s often very easy for anarchists 
to influence the direction of smaller coalitions, even 
without numerical superiority. The innate fairness 
of the principles of consensus and small-group de¬ 
mocracy that many anarchists prefer will often be 
apparent to other members of a small coalition, 
even if they do not share those preferences. Also, 
even if the group is not majority-anarchist, having 
a significant proportion of anarchists in the group 
carries the implied threat that if our opinions are 
not respected, we will simply leave and hold our 
own damn demo. 



Anarchists In Broader Coalitions 

Almost without exception, anarchists in broad coa¬ 
litions will find the experience full of frustrations. If 
it’s not the authoritarian meeting set-up, it’s the 
insistence on following the wishes of the least radi¬ 
cal groups so they won’t get offended and leave. 
There are however, ways to minimize the amount 
and type of frustration. First, get in early. No mat¬ 
ter if the coalition involves an ongoing campaign 
or is leading up to one large action, if you don’t 
get in on the ground floor, there’s very little chance 
to influence the process or the outcome. Second, 
insist on as much autonomy as possible for mem¬ 
ber groups. Any grouping of anarchists is basi¬ 
cally just autonomous individuals anyway, who 
may or may not adhere to coalition guidelines for 
the action or actions. Third, make sure that the 
anarchists in the coalition, as well as any “fellow- 
travelers” who have mostly anarchist principles, 
maintain a united front in the face of the more con¬ 
servative members of the coalition. Solidarity is 
always the key. The other groups will doubtless 
be meeting outside the main meetings to coordi¬ 
nate their plans and actions, and there’s no rea¬ 
son we can’t as well. Fourth, don’t take responsi¬ 
bility for the actions of all anarchists who may show 
up to the protest or participate in the campaign. 
Be very clear about exactly whom you represent 
and what that representation means. 

Anarchists In Smaller Coalitions 

Without a doubt, it is easier to organize in coali¬ 
tions when they contain only a few groups. How¬ 
ever, there are still dangers. Just as the power of 
anarchists is vastly increased in a small coalition, 
so is the power of each participating organization. 


In my experience, the greatest threat to effectively 
organizing in small coalitions is authoritarian com¬ 
munist groups. When anarchists, radical feminists 
and communists joined forces in 1993 to fight a 
national Operation Rescue gathering, it was the 
authoritarian communists of the Revolutionary 
Workers’ League who stymied every effort to build 
an effective, liberatory resistance. If you do find 
yourself in a coalition with communists, especially 
the type that produce a boring monthly paper and 
go by some cookie-cutter three-letter acronym - 
WATCH THEM CLOSELY. When the RWL came 
to Minneapolis in ’93, they admitted that their usual 
modus operandi was to join a coalition, sow dis¬ 
sension and division and after the coalition had 
been destroyed and then recruit new members 
from the disaffected remnants. Clearly, this is an 
extreme, but even the most principled communists 
will try to influence the coalition to mimic their party 
line. As distasteful as it sounds, anarchists must 
adopt a few of the communists’ tactics to prevent 
being co-opted. Just as you would in a larger coa¬ 
lition, it helps to go in organized. Don’t expect to 
come to the first couple of meetings and hash out 
all the details of the coalition actions right there. 
Talk with the other anarchists who are involved 
and agree on shared goals and principles. Lively 
debate is great in anarchist-only groups, but un¬ 
principled types can exploit any division of pur¬ 
pose in a coalition setting. As mentioned above, a 
smaller coalition affords an opportunity to get the 
meetings run on anarchist principles. Read up on 
small-group democracy and consensus-based 
decision making before the first meeting and pro¬ 
pose that the coalition be run according to these 
principles. Resist any attempts to form executive 
committees or allow broad decision making pow¬ 
ers to be grabbed by a small number of individu¬ 
als. 

The Promise of Coalition Organizing 

Although the work is hard, organizing within a coa¬ 
lition can be incredibly rewarding. The recent May 
Day demonstration in Minneapolis was a beauti¬ 
ful example of solidarity in action. Everyone from 
artists and native-rights groups to anarchists, so¬ 
cialists and progressive ministers was there. When 
the radical demonstration joined an already-large 
picket line in front of the Hilton Hotel, the feeling 
of power and the possibility for change was pal¬ 
pable. Both the Seattle and Washington, DC pro¬ 
tests were marred by infighting, yet the message 
they sent was clear. Labor unions, students, envi¬ 
ronmentalists, anarchists and progressives CAN 
work together and accomplish a great deal. Work¬ 
ing in a coalition gives anarchists the best pos¬ 
sible opportunity to gain sympathizers and con¬ 
verts, not by selling papers or begging donations 
like the communists and progressives, but by 
showing that our methods and our principles work 
in real life, and work better than capitalist struc¬ 
tures. Even a small amount of solidarity and sup¬ 
port goes a long way towards destroying the lies 
the corporate media tells about anarchism. Stay 
strong and united as anarchists and you can im¬ 
prove both the coalition you’re working in and the 
society you live in.

Last neo-nazi bunker in 
Sweden closed down 

During the 1990's many Swedish nazi spaces 
were closed down by active anti-fascists - both 
through militant actions and public opinion cam¬ 
paigns. Some of the more spectacular "shut 
downs" occurred in Stockholm in the successful 
"Nazi free Sodermalm" campaign. The lack of nazi 
gathering places has seriously undermined their 
attempts to hold the Swedish nazi movement to¬ 
gether. 

However, one of the sore spots in every Scan¬ 
dinavian anti-fascist's eyes has long been the 
Swedish city of Gothenburg. Nazis have been an 
unusually strong force to reckon with there and 
the different leftist factions have previously not 
been able to collaborate in order to achieve any 
lasting results. Attempts at militant confrontation 
have even sometimes lead to dismal defeats for 
anti-fascists in this city of 550,000. 

But thist is no longer the case. A successful 
campaign and cross-organizational networking 
has finally brought down the last nazi bunker in 
Sweden, the infamous boutique "Midg&rd". Sev¬ 
eral large demonstrations of up to two thousand 
participants held last winter finally opened up the 
eyes of local politicians to the problem. Political 
pressure was then applied on the owner of the 
space who has finally decided to oust the nazis. 
On 30 September 2000 Midg&rd is history. The 
chance of them finding a new space to rent in the 
city is equal to zero.

On Monday 26th June 2000, the squatters 
of the Swammerdam neighborhood in East 
Amsterdam were finally evicted by a massive po¬ 
lice operation costing 600,000 guilders (180,000 
British pounds). We can only presume this was 
necessary because 50 people living together com¬ 
munally, running a nonprofit bar and infocafe, cre¬ 
ating community garden space from derelict 
wasteland - in fact living together as a COMMU¬ 
NITY - is nowadays considered just too danger¬ 
ous and undesirable. 

We were treated to a spectacular show of 
force: 

-150 riot police (with batons, shields and tear gas 
- thankfully they didn't use the gas) 

-50 plain clothes 'arresting' police, 

-one bulldozer, 

-one water cannon, 

-one 40-metre high crane, 

-and one helicopter. 

Quite an ensemble! But a fantastic struggle 
was put up full of creativity, action and not a little 
bit of daring. After a couple of weeks of trying le¬ 
gal means to save our homes (during which time 
we had to deal with increasing police intimidation), 
we were finally given one day's notice of the evic¬ 
tion. 

A support action was hastily planned - an 
occupation of the offices of De Key housing cor¬ 
poration who own the houses - which was really 
successful and peaceful, despite 40 riot police 
wanting to violently remove us, even though we 
were just 20 people, half of whom were lying on 
mattresses in the street to show that we were now 
homeless. We demanded that De Key call off the 
eviction immediately and stop their policy of sell¬ 
ing-off social housing to be used as luxury apart¬ 
ments, but they seemed to all go mysteriously deaf 
at these suggestions. 

All the streets leading into our neighborhood 
were barricaded by 7am, the alarm call was sent 
out to all the squats in the city, and by 8 or 9 the 
streets were full of supporters. The forces of dark¬ 
ness seemed to have some difficulty getting out 
of bed however, and didn't arrive until the after¬ 
noon. They arrived to find banners hanging from

all the buildings saying "why privatise when you 
can socialize?", "no pasaran", "senseless" and "we 
will be back". Dozens and dozens of well-aimed 
paint bombs gave some bursts of color to the nor¬ 
mally dull blue police vehicles...! After 6 hours the 
homes were finally evicted - the police tactic was 
constantly blasting the houses with water cannon 
and finally using a sea-container hanging from a 
40-meter crane, filled with riot cops and when 
landed onto the rooftops the police spill out of it 
and then chainsaw their way into the house... But 
the last laugh goes to us - the houses were 
strangely empty when the police finally got inside, 
not one squatter was to be found anywhere!! 
Where could they have escaped to and how?? 
Who knows... 

The eviction and action got good coverage 
in all the national Dutch media, often very positive 
and sometimes even understanding the issues be¬ 
hind the squatting. So 50 people are now home¬ 
less on friends' floors, but this will only make us 
stronger - the CIA infocafe reopens in a new loca¬ 
tion this weekend, the tapas bar will soon follow, 
and more squats will be cracked!

To everyone in the Punk community, 

On Wednesday, April 19, 2000, Stratford 
Mercenaries, Tribe 8,46 Short and The Roadeez 
played at the Black Box Cabaret on the CSU, 
Monterey Bay campus. I began setting up this 
show about two months before the date of the gig. 

I had been in contact with Ron Martinez of 46 
Short, as he was handling the booking for the 
Stratford Mercenaries West Coast gigs. Lynn 
Breedlove of Tribe 8 and I worked out the arrange¬ 
ments for Tribe 8, and since The Roadee 2 are all 
CSUMB students, they agreed to play the show 
for free. I worked really hard to set up this show, 
and asked that the university pay the bands on 
the night that they all played. As you would prob¬ 
ably assume, I was very excited that I was going 
to meet Steve Ignorant, as I had admired and re¬ 
spected him so much for the last four or five years, 
ever since I first heard Crass, 

At 5:30pm, the time I had asked the bands 
to arrive, I showed up at the Black Box Cabaret 
(the only student run club on the CSUMB cam¬ 
pus). Stratford Mercenaries and 46 Short were 
already there, and it was clear that the Mercenar¬ 
ies were already drunk. All the guys from 46 Short 
were very nice, and the Mercenaries were pretty 
outgoing, except for Steve Ignorant, who would 
barely say more than two words to me, although 
he did sign a Crass CD for my younger brother. I 
asked if the were hungry, and they all said yes, so 
I called Ryan White of The Roadeez and he picked 
me up and took me to Jake DeGrave’s (also one 
of The Roadeez) house to cook the food I had 
purchased for the bands.

and Tribe 8 said "Thank you" and began eating. 
The Mercenaries just started eating and didn't 
even say anything, except for Mariska, who said, 
"Thanks." After dinner, Ron Martinez, who had 
booked the show with me, started asking about 
money, and I tofd him that Marisa Mercado, the 
school’s Events Senator, should be showing up 
soon with the checks. When Marisa showed up, 
she told me she didn’t have them. 

Pete, a roadie for the Mercenaries, then 
started yelling at me, saying that they had been 
promised a case of beer in the contract, which 
was bullshit, because I had told the bands that 
the school wouldn’t supply alcohol. But f con¬ 
vinced Aaron Bllyeu, a BBC employee, to open 
the bar back up and give the bands some free 
beer; the Mercenaries thanked neither Aaron nor 
myself for that. Aaron told the Mercenaries they 
could only have free beer out of the tap, because 
the BBC kept inventory on bottles, but they kept 
demanding bottles. Needless to say, Aaron was 
not happy with their arrogant behavior. 

The Roadeez played first and did a couple 
of hip-hop songs, and a few punk songs. They 
weren’t very organized as usual, but they had fun, 
and the sparse crowd seemed to enjoy it, so I 
guess that is all that matters. Their set ended 
chaotically (In typical Roadeez fashion) with a 
monitor sparking and almost catching on fire. 

46 Short played next and were very good, I 
enjoyed there set. After they played, Marisa, Ron, 
Gary from the Mercenaries, and I went outside to 
talk about payment. Marisa explained to Ron that 
the checks got held up in accounting or finance 
and that we had tried our best to get them tonight 
and that we would send them ASAP. He told us 
that the Mercenaries were going back to England 
the following Monday, so we settled on Fed-Exing 
the checks as soon as they got processed. I told 
Ron and Gary that I had tried my best to get the 
checks for them that night, and Ron was very un¬ 
derstanding. 

Next, Tribe 8 played. They rocked! Every¬ 
one was dancing and having a great time and I 
was finally getting to enjoy my show. I loved Tribe 
8's set; they had energy and were very happy to 
play. I was so glad we could get Tribe 8, they 
were the highlight of the evening. 

Last was Stratford Mercenaries. Steve had 
a broken leg, so he was sitting on a stool while he 
sang. Although I danced and sang along with the 
music, the guys playing onstage lacked energy 
and emotion, and acted like they really didn't want 
to be there. After they finished, the first thing they 
said to me was, "We need a bottle of whiskey." 
They had been drinking all day, so I didn't even 
respond to that statement. Then, Pete the roadie 
starts chewing me out about the money. I tried to 
explain what was happening with that, and he kept 
saying, "I don't want to hear your excuses." Then 
I apologized, and he told me not to apologize, I 
had tried my best, what else was there to say. I 
helped the band load up their gear, and talked to 
Gary, Ed and Phil, who were all very nice to me. 

After the show, Pete, the Mercenaries roadie, 
got in Ryan Unmack’s (bass player for The 
Roadeez) face and told him something to the ef¬ 
fect that he didn't like their set, and threatened to 
take him outside and smear him across the con¬ 
crete. Ryan didn’t tell me about this until the next 
day, if he had said something sooner I would have 


done something. Also, Pete called two BBC em¬ 
ployees “fat fuck” and “bitch” for asking him to 
smoke outside. For his behavior, Pete will not be 
welcome back at CSUMB. 

Steve was still Inside talking to Laurel (the 
drummer for The Roadeez), so the rest of the band 
and I made our way back in. Laurel told me after¬ 
ward that Steve had shown her a picture of his 
wife and his dog and said he cant wait to get back 
home. He also asked her to go back in the shad¬ 
ows with him because he could give her “the best 
oral sex she's ever had.” What a fucking jerk! After 
everyone convened in a circle, Gary started hit¬ 
ting on Marisa, and then he started hitting on Lau¬ 
rel, too, and kept trying to kiss her, even after she 
pushed him away.

Having made it to less than a dozen 
shows since the birth of my daughter, 
Iwms very much looking forward to 
the Aus-Rotten and Broken show on 
June 19th here in Minneapolis. The 
jhow brought about a radical trans¬ 
formation within myself, for not only 
was U exciting to be around a group 
of enthusiastic activist-oriented punks, 
but the relatively small turn out was 
an eye opener as well. The net result 
was a feeling that I just wasn't doing 
"enough" anymore and at some time 
during the show I decided I would 
start another magazine. After con¬ 
sulting with a number of other ex-PE 
editors / contributors also in atten¬ 
dance it was settled that PE maga¬ 
zine would make a come back. The 
usual "festive" entreaties following 
many gigs in Minneapolis meant that 
doing an interview in our home town 
would be next to impossible, so the 
next day Joe and I saddle up the 
Blackened van and followed the 
bands to their next gig in Des 
Moines. The show itself took place 
outdoors, in the back lot of a used 
car dealership, to a crowd who 
averaged 1/2 the age of those at the 
Minneapolis show. It was quite 
inspiring to see Broken and then 
Aus-Rotten pass the torch to the next 
generation of punks, occasionally 
interrupted by low flying jets heading 
for the near by airport Afterwards 
we were invited back to Nate's house 
to party like zine stars. There we 
were treated to hot veggie soup 
courtesy of the local FNB, and did 
the following interview while stewing 
in a pool side hot tub (No joke!) The 
band since expressed desire to redo 
the interview in a less distracting 
environment, but I felt the interview 
that took place was consistent with 
the long standing PE policy that you 
can have fun while "making punk a 
threat again." Besides, it is only 
matter of taking a look at any of 
Aus-Rotten's releases to know they 
are dead serious about their politics ~ 


PE: The first thing we wanted to ask is where 
do you find the inspiration to continually come 
back and do what you do? 

Corey: Everyone in the band has different rea¬ 
sons for themselves, but in general we're all pretty 
tight personal wise. We're all pretty good friends. 
Probably the main ingredient, or the "glue that 
binds the wood," is our firendship. 

Adrienne: I've been doing Aus-Rotten part time 
for the past couple of years. For me I have al¬ 
ways felt that being in a band is a great way of 
communicating ideas and feelings. I know that 
Aus-Rotten really has a lot of amazing things to 
say and I thought it would be a great opportunity 
to communicating my ideas and feelings. 

Dave: Like Adrienne was saying I think it is prob¬ 
ably the best way for me to reach people with my 
ideas, express myself, and let out some of the 
anger about what I see happening. You know, a 
chance to raise my voice a little bit. 

Eric: I agree. It's a very good way to express my 
views. It's a really fucked up world and every day 
there is another new "ill" of society or the world. 


Our job simply isn't done because we still have a 
lot to say and a lot to complain about. Also I see 
this as being a part of an alternative lifestyle. I 
would rather do this with my life than put on a suit 
and tie and work. Not saying that every day is like 
this [laughter from all in/around the hot tub]! We're 
not living high on the hog by any means, but I 
would much rather live this lifestyle, play music, 
travel around and be happy doing what I am do¬ 
ing. So many of my friends and family have just 
gone out and gotten crap jobs and they are not 
happy. I mean they're not even making any money 
really - they've just dedicated their lives to a cor¬ 
poration doing some stupid job. I'm also getting 
older, but I'm going to dedicate myself to doing 
this, at least while I still can. I see this as what I 
like to call practical anarchy - this is it. I am not 
going to dedicate my life to my country or my job 
or any bullshit like that. 

Adrienne: It's not like Aus-Rotten is making a liv¬ 
ing off what they are doing because they also have 
to work and make money elsewhere. It's even 
tougher for a lot of the other punk bands who are 
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out there who aren't getting good shows, who 
aren't getting a lot of people coming, and who are 
feeling discouraged. But even if you reach one 
fucking person it's totally worth it. If it is possible, 
through your band, to live an alternative lifestyle, 
then that's great and you should go for rt But 
even if you can't and have to work some shitty job 
for 40 hours a week, then it's still worth it. 

Eric: We all do have to get jobs here and there. 
The kinds of jobs we get are jobs we lose immedi¬ 
ately. I can't even count how many jobs I've lost 
over this band this lifestyle. "OK, you're going on 
tour so you're fired!" It's all a matter of what is 
more important. 

Cory: This band has meant we've always been 
living hand to mouth. We've all been doing this 
for quite a while and I'm not tired of it. Not every 
day is a bright day, but it's better than being owned 
by corporations. 

PE: It's been a worthwhile sacrifice? 

Eric: I wouldn't even say that, because what have 
I sacrificed? Job security? The American Dream? 

I haven't sacrificed shit! 

Corey: Being Fathers Day and all has made me 


think about things a bit. I mean I watched my own 
father be consumed by his job. That's pretty much 
what he does, day in and day out, and it's sad to 
say that it's going to kill him. I just don't want to 
wind up like that, i want to enjoy life and enjoy the 
people that are around me, and everything else. 

PE; [to Adrienne] What do you feel that your 
addition to the band has contributed to Aus- 
Rotten? 

Adrienne: From what I've heard from Aus-Rotten 
I feel that they have been covering a lot of topics, 
reaching out and communicating a lot of good 
Ideas. But I don't know if gender issues and sex¬ 
ism issues have been touched on as deeply and 
as personally as they need to be addressed. And 
I mean by any group of people, be it comprised of 
al men, or all worpen, or any combination of both. 
Because I am now in the band I am going to bring 
that into the band; talking about sexism and gen¬ 
der issues, i totally encourage any group of indi¬ 
viduals to talk about this, because it's not just 
women who are suffering through this. It's not 
just women who deal with sexism and deal with 


rape and who deal with abuse - it's men too. Like 
if your girlfriend, your sister, or your wife got raped 
then it affects you as deeply, although in a differ¬ 
ent way, as it does the rape victim. I think a lot of 
times guys think they can't deal with the sexist 
issue, but I think they can, and their perspecitve 
is needed just as much as my perspective as a 
woman. 

Eric: I think most guys think sexism is a women's 
issue and how dare I touch that subject? 

Matt: I think it very much is a men's issue, not 
really a women's issue, because they're the ones 
who are creating the problem. 

Adrienne: I think it's disapointing when women 
get upset with men who are trying to deal with this 
issue. Years ago when Fugazi wrote this song 
"Suggestion," which was about rape and being 
harassed on the streets, they got shit for it. Women 
would come up to them and say "How dare you 
write a song about rape when you are a guy!" 
Eric: Right, and as fucked up as this sounds, most 
men would rather listen to other men than women. 
If there's a woman up there singing about sexism 
then they would be like "Whatever, it's a woman's 
issue, blah, blah" and might laugh it off. But if 
they see other guys saying the same thing, then 
they might actually listenand say "hey wait a 
minute?" I don't necessarily agree with that and 
it's estrange, but most men are like that. 

PE; That's because you're crossing the issue over 
to the other gender... 

Adrienne: Yeah it's usually like if a woman is say¬ 
ing it then the response is "Uh... fucking feminazi! 
She sounds so bitchy!" 

Eric: Yeah, we're taking advantage of that. Like I 
said, I don't with agree with how men act, because 
I do think that most men should listen to women, 
but if we can take advantage of it then we'll use it. 
Adrienne: I guess one affect of me being in the 
band is that it has brought sexism out as more of 
an issue. It's not like they weren't addressing it, 
but it is different now. 

PE: Why the radical change in line-up by add¬ 
ing a second vocalist after such a long time? 

Dave: We've all known Adrienne a long time and 
ail liked Spitboy and have gotten to become really 
close with her and talked to her about doing some 
stuff. We didn't really expect it was going to be 
this much, like going on tour, but it's worked great 
and we're all really happy about it. Originally we 
just talked about recording a song... Now we're 
trying to get her to move down to Pittsburgh. It's 
pretty hard because unfortunately she is around 
kind of here and there, like when she can come 
down or we go out to New York. It's great that she 
could take off and come on tour with us. 

Adrienne: If they have a show and I can't do it 
then it's not like they won't play. You know they 
have like 10 million things to do that don't involve 
me. 

Eric: Adrienne did a couple songs on our last LP 
and the new one we just recorded, which makes 
it tough to perform those songs without her and 
usually means we just don't play them. On this 
tour she is singing a lot more songs than just the 
ones she does on the records. It's like why go on 
this big tour and only sing a couple songs, be¬ 
cause that would be totally useless. 

Dave: Yeah, she wasn't into just hanging out in 
the background and holding our jackets! [laugh¬ 
ter] 








PE: As a band that has been around for a long 
time, you certainly must come across many 
people who don't listen to a word you say and 
how do you cope with that to keep going? 

Eric: I think that's what keeps me going, is the 
fact that people don't listen, so I'm going to keep 
telling them. 

Adrienne: Sometimes it's not a even matter of a 
whole group of people saying "Yes, you're right 
about that issue." Its sometimes just a matter of 
reaching one single person and having an impact 
on them, then it's worth it. 

Eric: I think it would actually be foolish for every¬ 


one to just take our word as fact. I would rather 
people say if they don't agree with this or that I've 
said. If people have an issue with what I say then 
I think great, at least they have the balls to say 
something about it. 

Corey: Or ovaries.... [laughter] 

PE: Of course there is the usual bad habit in 
the scene where people would rather talk shit 
about you than come up to your face with is¬ 
sues. 

Adrienne: Yes, it seems to happen quite often 
where people will build other people up on a ped¬ 
estal and then feel inimidated to approach them. 
You know, that's not what the punk scene is sup¬ 
posed to be about. If you have an issue with me 
or don't agree with me, then come up and talk to 
me. No one in a band is untouchable or above 
anyone else. 

Eric: Right; we're all people too and no different 
than anyone else. 

Corey: I've learned more just by travelling around 
and meeting other people in more or less just a 
social manner. 

PE: Have you received a lot of negative feed¬ 
back from people who just aren't into politics 
or bands that have political things to say? 

Dave: We get it from both ends, probably like a 
lot of other political bands. Like we get that say 
we're too political and preach too much. Then we 
have other people that put what we say under a 
microscope and look for inconsistancies that we 
might not be living up to. 

Eric: I think we're too political for some people 
and not political enough for others. It's not like 



we're doing this from some kind of text book. We 
didn't pick up a Crass record and say, "Look this 
is how we have to do it!" This is personal for us 
and this is how we do it. We're not perfect, but at 
least we're making an effort, which is more than a 
lot of people are doing. 

Dave: We also try not to separate ourselves from 
anyone else. We know that by living in this soci¬ 
ety we are just as much a part of the problem as 
everybody else is. We're not perfect and we feel 
that everyone has to just try to do the best that 
they can. You know, live your life while causing 
the least amount of harm as possible. You have 


to do as much as you can and fight your battles 
when you can, but you also have to realize that in 
this society you can't get by without inadvertantly 
supporting some of the things you are opposed 
to. 

Eric: In our lyrics we don't like to use the word 
"you." Instead we like to say "we," because we're 
all to blame, everyone here included. 

Adrienne: And the punk scene should never be¬ 
come a competition to see who is more "P.C." Like 
who's vegan and who’s not, who wears leather 
and who doesn't, who uses the word "bitch" and 
who doesn't... It's like "get over it," because we 
all do what we can and to compete with each other 
breaks the whole punk scene down. 

Eric: I think we used to get a lot more shit in the 
past than we do now. I think people have seen 
that we are sticking to our guns and are not going 
to give in. It was especially hard for us, because 
Pittsburgh never really had an anarcho-political 
band and when we started we caught a lot of shit. 
Corey: We still do... 

Eric: Yeah, but it's like "Holy shit, these guys re¬ 
ally mean it" You know we haven't gone away 
and people have developed this respect that this 
is what we do. We also really get a lot of different 
people at our shows* We'll play a show in front of 
political punks, drunk punks, emo kids, skinheads 
or whatever. It still blows my mind when we play 
a show and there's a skinhead in the front row 
nodding his head. I just wonder if maybe he's not 
listening to the lyrics, or if there's some kind of 
wierd respect, or maybe we're teaching him some- 
thing; l don't know. 

PE: Did Aus-Rotten actually break up for a 
while? 

Corey: Yeah, we did an eight week tour of Europe 


and after that we needed some time to ourselves. 
And we pretty much said "This is it, no more!" The 
thing that sucked about it is that me and Dave and 
Corey have been friends for 20 years and that 
pissed me off the most about it. We have been 
friends for so long that it was stupid that we let 
things we coulnd't talk about get in the way. Then 
we got offered and ABC No Rio benefit show, be¬ 
cause of all that was going on with the construc¬ 
tion and ABC going legal with the city. ABC did a 
lot for us and we wanted to support them, not only 
as a show space but an art space and a part of the 
movement. For the size of something like ABC 
going up against the City of New York, it was some¬ 
thing we wanted to support. 

Eric: We got back together for that show, to help 
ABC, because we believed in it so much. Then I 
think we all just came to our senses and said "Let's 
do this again." 

Corey: It was supposed to be a one shot thing 
and just kept doing it from there. 

PE: So how long have you guys been friends? 
Corey: Since we were children. 

Eric: Corey and I were on the same baseball team 
when we were kids. 

PE: Was Human Investment just a one time 
project or will there be more? 

Dave: No, Human Investment is done. WhenAus- 
Rotten broke up, I was doing Human Investment 
which was started by me and the old drummer for 
Aus-Rotten and some other people, but that all 
changed too. Eric and Corey were also doing 
another band called Doomsday Parade at that 
time. Even after Aus-Rotten got back together we 
all still did our other projects too, but Human In¬ 
vestment did finally break up a little while ago and 
nothing else will come of that. The guy that ended 
up on drums for Human Investment did fill in for 
us on the "And Now Back To Our Programming* 
LP. After Aus-Rotten got back together it took us 
a little while to find a drummer untii we found Matt 
Now with Adrienne we really have just the perfect 
lineup, 

PE: Do you feel you are now playing catch up 
with yourselves? 

Dave: You both [Matt and Adrienne] have been 
really great additions and we've just recorded 
some new stuff which we're really excited about 
Corey: There was so many things we did miss 
Out on just because we didn't have a solid line up. 
Dave: Yeah, we were always teaching new drum¬ 
mers our stuff so we couldn't write new music. 
Now I think we have a line up that we can stick 
with for a long time. We all just work so perfectly 
together and can get a lot done. 

PE: So the new LP is recorded? 

Dave: Yes, it's being mixed right now. We heard 
the first half mixed down before we left and it 
should be finished by the time we get back. It’s 
going to come out on Rotten Propaganda and 
Skuld in Europe. 

PE: What is going on with Rotten Propaganda? 

Dave: Yeah, I tried to do that for a while and just 
ran into some major financial problems to where 
it fell apart and had some major debt to pay off. 
Now we're going to get it going again and have 
some new things lined up. Like we'll be doing our 
new album and CD, a discography on vinyl for 
Mankind?, and Anti-Product discography CD and 
a few other things possibly. 

PE: What about a the zine? 

Dave: Yes, but i don't think it's going to be the 
kind zine that will be on its own, but something 
that will come in the record again. It all depends 
on our financial resources because we just cjion't 












have a whole lot of money to work with. 

Eric: Maybe we'll finally get it onto the World Wide 
Web. Dave just got a computer like 2 months ago 
and Dave's brother is probably going to help us 
get an official Rotten Propaganda site going soon. 
We're just kind of behind the times on the whole 
computer thing and we just have to get off our 
butts and do it. I just learned how to send an email 
a little while ago! 

PE: Yeah, the whole scene is rapidly moving 
to the internet... 

Dave: None of us know anything about comput¬ 
ers so it's all really new to us. 

Eric: It really has surprised me about the differ¬ 
ence from people my age compared to the teen¬ 
agers today who are strictly computers. I mean 
we don't even receive mail in our PO box any more. 
Nobody even picks up a pen and paper and writes 
any more. Everyone just like "what's your email 
address?" When i buy a record 1 don't even see a 
PO Box or mailing address any more - it's all email 
now. 

Adrienne: It's all very impersonal. 

Eric; The one good thing we did notice when we 
got email everything became a lot cheaper. Be¬ 
fore we used to get a huge phone bill at the end of 
the month and I would get a collection agency af¬ 
ter me. 

Corey: With this tour it's all going to balance out 
because of the price of gas. Our phone bill is go¬ 
ing down, but well still be in debt after this tour... 
PE: Speaking of email... We received a mes¬ 
sage a few months back from some kid in Pitts¬ 
burgh urging us to start a boycott of Aus-Rot- 
ten because blah biah member's girlfriend is 
an anti-choice, born again Christian... 

Dave: OK, that's bullshit. This is my ex-girlfriend, 
someone I had a child with. I myself am an athiest 
She has beliefs. I think that anyone who would 
call her a born again Christian is just as much of a 
narrow minded bigot as they would say that she 
is. Just because somebody has spiritual beliefs... 
it's just ridiculous to say that. It's obviously some¬ 
body that knows absolutely nothing about her. 
Adrienne: Why should that even come up as an 
attack against Aus-Rotten or Dave? Like what 
does that have to do with Dave's beliefs or the 
band's? It's so ridiculous when people try to take 
a tiny personal aspect of someone and try to make 
it a huge issue. 

Dave: Before we went on tour we did two differ¬ 
ent pro-choice benefit shows. We did one in New 
Jersay and another at State College. We got paid 
nothing and lost money to do these two shows. 
Adrienne: If I thought for a minute that Aus-Rot¬ 
ten weren't pro choice I would never be in the band! 
Corey: It's obvious that this person doesn't know 
us. 

Eric: Yeah, if they have these accusations then 
they should come up and talk to us first. It's like 
what we said earlier in the interview that when 
you put yourself into the spotlight and have really 
strong views, then there are going to be people 
who will try to know you off this supposed pedes¬ 
tal that we're not even trying to be on. 

[interview momentarily breaks down into joke ac¬ 
cusations about who saw who coming out of 
McDonald's recently]. 

PE: [Joe's mandatory drummer question to 
Matt] How did you feel about being approached 
to play drums in Aus-Rotten? 

Matt: I knew Dave for a while because I had played 
in other bands in town. I knew they were having 
drumming problems and I initiatially just offered 


tofilltn, because I knew their stuff just from listen¬ 
ing to them so much. One day Dave just called 
me up and asked me to try it out and I did. I guess 
they all talked it over and... 

Eric: It was just amazing because he even knew 
all the old stuff that we haven’t even played in like 
five years. He was even playing it the same way 
that our old drummer Richy used to play, with the 
same fills and cymbal crashes and everything. 
Adrienne: Just in the two years that Matt's been 
with the band he’s improved so much and has in¬ 
corporated his own style into it now. 

Matt: It took a little while to get used to playing 
with the full band. 

Corey: He's a quiet guy and it took a little while to 
get to know him, but we knew he was a good guy. 
Eric: Our band has always had drummer prob¬ 
lems. It's hard enough to find any drummers at 
all, and we were really lucky to find one that just 
clicked with us 

PE: Do you think last year's Primate Freedom 
Tour was successful? 

Dave: We've never been a part of anthing like 
that before and I think it was a very positive expe¬ 
rience. I think it could have been done a little bit 
bit better. I only say that because I think it had the 
potential to really be something, but I think the 
people who organized it took too much upon them¬ 
selves. I think if they would have had more people 
helping to set it up I think it could have gone a lot 
further. Because it was a benefit tour it meant we 
lost a lot of money, but we helped fund something 
that was so positive. These activists were out re¬ 
ally getting their point across and really getting a 
lot accomplished by making a lot of people aware 
as to what is going on these primate research 


people at the shows so they could go out and 
check out the actual protests. 

Adrienne: I know you had videos playing at the 
shows and I think even that had a lot of impact on 
the people. I know it really touched me. 

Corey: Yeah, there were always people swarm¬ 
ing around the TV's, especially between the bands 
and we did reach a lot of people. Personally, I will 
admit that I am not an activist in any sort of way 
and am absolutely terrified of being thrown in jail, 
call me a wimp or whatever, but it made me feel 
like I was giving something to the cause. 

Eric: In a lot of ways the tour was a success. I 
mean it obviously didn't stop primate research in 
this country. To believe that it would is definitely 
naive, but if anything it was an awareness thing. 
It let people who work in these facilities know that 
there are people who don't like what they're do¬ 
ing. We also educated a lot of people about it at 
the shows. I also agree with what Dave said. It's 
the first time something like this had ever been 
attempted, so of course things weren't going to 
run smoothly and we expected that. Also, like if 
they decide to do it again next year, then they will 
be able to look at what worked and what didn't 
and do it a little differently. 

Corey: Obviously some these kids really made 
an imapct by being involved [with the Primate Free¬ 
dom Tour]. I mean there were articles in the New 
York press going off about about these "smelly 
crusty kids, blah blah blah" 

Eric: Yeah, there was one guy in particular who 
tried to make a joke about it and said "how can 
you take these kids seriously, because the clothes 
they wear are dirty and they smell" or something. 
Obviously the guy took it seriously or he wouldn't 
have tried so hard to discredit it. 


centers. 

PE: Did you actually go to these primate re¬ 
search centers and actively protest? 

Dave: We did a couple of times. The way it worked 
is the activists were on a bus and they would set 
up in a city for like three or four days. On the 
other hand we moved from city to city every night 
basically just travelling and playing, so we would 
only hook up with them in certain cities when we 
could. 

Eric: In all honesty, that wasn't what we were there 
to do. Our job was to fund it financially and to let 
people know what is going on and why we were 
doing this particular show and why we were tour¬ 
ing. We were basically getting information out to 


Corey: I think it also planted a seed where these 
people that were involved in the actions have since 
been involved with what's gone on in Seattle, 
Washington DC and New York at May Day. I think 
the Primate Freedom Tour was really a warm up 
for things that are happening this year. I mean it's 
only a small fraction of people who were involved 
with the Primate Freedom Tour, but they've really 
come together to help create a network. The next 
big things is going to be the Republican National 
Convention in Philly this year. There is especially 












going to be a big contingent of supports for Mumia 
Abu Jamal and that's really the bread basket for 
that whole thing. This whole network is only go¬ 
ing to become bigger as far as activism and civil 
disobedience goes, especially among the younger 
kids 

Adrienne: It would really be amazing if these kinds 
of things could be organized more regularly and 
about different issues as well. You know like about 
Military bases around the United States, or abor¬ 
tion clinics where people could take part in setting 
up defenses and handing out literature. This could 
really be a spring board for people to move for¬ 
ward from. 

PE: Should one issue take a back seat to an¬ 
other? 

Adrienne: I think certain issues are easier for some 
people to deal with. Like racism or animal rights 
seem to be a much easier issues for people to 
deal with than say sexism. I'm not sure why people 
place certain issues on different levels, because 
each has their own urgency and importance, but I 
have definitely noticed that. Even if we just bring 
things down to a punk level, there are so many 
problems in the scene alone that need to be ad¬ 
dressed and need to be dealt with. I know punk 
women that have been raped at parties or at 
shows, or have been molested. Even people who 
have come out as being Gay or Bisexual have 
gotten shit for it. It's bullshit that in the scene we 
are busy attacking each other and not supporting 
or encouraging one another. If this is supposed 
to be a scene that is so political and not about 
tearing each other apart for our differences, then 
why the fuck can someone not come out as being 
Gay or Bisexual without being torn to bits. 

Eric: It's not even on a political level, because 
like it or not all punks aren't necessary political, 
but it does piss me off when punks don't accept 
other punks for being different, because we're all 
supposed to be different, we're all supposed to be 
freaks. I got attracted to punk because I was freak, 
because I was and geek, and had all these issues 
to deal with. I and found punk because I was 
searching for something that I could fit into. I mean 
we're all freaks and I don't find it strange for punks 
to be homosexual or bisexual or anything. Not 
that saying homosexuality is a freaky thing, but 
because it is so shunned by society that these 
people fit in with what made us decide to be punks. 
We're all looked upon as freaks, told we're freaks, 
and are told we're different. If someone is homo¬ 
sexual than they're also told they're differnet, told 
they're freaks and look for a place to feel like they 
can be accepted. We all here because we weren't 
accepted for some reason, so I think how dare we 
look at someone and make fun of them, because 
we're all here for the same reason. We're all 
pushed here, shunned here for some reason or 
another. 

Adrienne: Unfortunatelty the punk scene IS domi¬ 
nated by white, hetrosexual males, which in itself 
isn't a problem... 

Eric: For the record, heavy metal destroyed the 
punk scene! 

Adrienne: But it does become a problem when 
the scene becomes intolerant of anything differ¬ 
ent from that: When women doing bands isn't ac¬ 
cepted or people with different ethnicity or sexual 
preference aren't accepted, than that is a prob¬ 
lem within the punk scene. We can talk about the 
ozone layer or religious wars, but there are still so 


many problems in the punk scene alone. 

Corey: I grew up in white suburb of Pittsburgh in 
somewhat of a middle class part of town. It was 
kind of creepy because I went to a high school 
that was basically white. I graduated with about 
400 kids and I can count the minority people on 
one hand. I grew up in a racist family, not like my 
parents were members of the Klan, but it was like, 
"There's Blacks and then there's Niggers." I grew 
up being taught that it was OK to hate. Basically 
I was able to overcome all that through punk. I 
don't know if you want to have this on record, but 
I was basically turned on to a lot of things by Pro¬ 
fane Existence. It's a really missed presence and 
I hope you can keep it going. 

Eric: I honestly can't even think of any other zine 
who covered the punk scene as well as the poli¬ 
tics behind it. 

Adrienne: But don't you think Heart Attack and 
Ebullition cover the same topics? 

Eric: I think they do, but now how Profane did it 
and not on the level that I feel I am on, however 
screwy that may sound. I think Heart Attack is a 
good magazine, but a lot of the bands they cover 
aren't necessarily my thing or my cup of tea, which 
doesn't mean they're wrong or a bad thing. There 
have been a lot of people that have asked, like in 
other interviews, "what is there left for you since 
the downfall of Profane since there is no anarcho 
punk label or distro or whatever?" Of course it 
was a major loss, but it's not like there really isn't 
anyone else doing it. 

Corey: The first issue I ever got was passed onto 
me second hand. It's not like those issues are 
outdated, because Mumia's still in jail, the corpo¬ 
rate monsters are still running the fucking world, 
and [PE] opened me up to a lot different things 
that I wasn't aware of. I don't want to sound like 
some kind of kiss ass thing, but whenever you 
saw the news coverage of Seattle or Washington 
you always saw footage of the crusty kids and punk 
rockers getting arrested or getting sprayed with 
Mace. A lot of those kids were turned on by Pro¬ 
fane Existence and punk rock period. 

Adrienne: When you guys closed down there was 
definitely a voice that was silenced. You covered 
bands that no one else would cover and put things 
across in a way that no one else was doing. When 
you shut down all of the sudden it was just gone. 
Corey: There was definitely an empty presence. 
Eric: I think there is something that should be said 
which goes out to all all bands, zines or organiza¬ 
tions which are politically motivated. You know, I 
didn't go down to the big Mumia demonstration in 
Philadelphia, but my friends who did came back 
and said there were all the punks with Aus-Rotten 
patches or Aus-Rotten shirts. At one time I felt 
guilty because I should have been there, but at 
the same time there were all these people there 
who were kicking ass with their Aus-Rotten shirt 
and, not wanting to toot my own horn, but I felt 
like I really was there because of that. Someone 
felt inspired enough by something I had said or 
had written to put on an Aus-Rotten T-shirt and go 
out and do something important. 

Corey: If you look at all the slogans thrown around 
in the punk scene, a lot of them can be traced 
back to the people sitting here right now. I think 
there are a lot of people, like Martin from Los 
Crudos or Jay Lee, that have really provoked a lot 
of reaction from their scene; they've challenged 
their scene to think.

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AMERICAN EUGENICS AND THE NAZI REGIME

To understand how the Nazi regime grew to 
power in the 1930’s, it is important to observe that 
which influenced the political and social thought 
of those in positions of power and influence. By 
far the most significant factors in the German rise 
to power included a fanatical push for population 
control, racial hygiene, the science of racism and 
the study of genetics, and a worldwide depres¬ 
sion. 

Today we hear very little of U.S. involvement 
on the side of the Nazi movement, though our role 
in the science of eugenics was drawn upon by 
German physicians, eugenicists, and propagan¬ 
dists to promote themselves and their ideas dur¬ 
ing the regime. Hitler accredited eugenics in 
America as the most important factor influencing 
his policies on racial and hereditary science. 
Mainstream history continually underemphasizes 
the Nazi connection of American eugenicists, in¬ 
stead claiming that only an unimportant and mar¬ 
ginal wing of the eugenics movement reacted posi¬ 
tively to such measures of mass sterilization, spe¬ 
cial support for “hereditarily valuable” couples, 
prohibition of miscegenation (marriage or sexual 
relations between those of different races), and 
euthanasia (voluntary or otherwise). The reality, 
however, is that the U.S. played an important role 
as a model of a country in which eugenic steriliza¬ 
tion and immigration legislation (which was 
founded on biological principles) were at least to 
some degree successfully implemented. 

The U.S. was widely acclaimed by Germans 
for their role in implementing such measures as 
the sterilization of those considered a threat to a 
clean hereditary line, or those who had a mental 
or physical disability, so as not to breed more of a 
“degenerate” race. Those affected included those 
hereditarily blind, deaf, mentally or physically 
handicapped, the psychiatrically ill, sexual “per¬ 
verts”, fathers who had more than two illegitimate 
children, and habitual criminals. The first law on 
sterilization in the United States was passed in 
1907 in Indiana, which made mandatory the ster¬ 
ilization of the handicapped. From 1907 to early 
1920, 3,233 people were sterilized. In the 1930’s, 
the rate was about 4,000 sterilizations per year. 

The U.S. Supreme Court sided with the eu¬ 
genicists and the general public- in support of the 
aforementioned measures. At one point a bill in 
the house, which was under serious debate, would 
have eradicated the “lowest’ 10% of the Ameri¬ 
can population. In 1927 they passed a decision 
which ruled in favor of the constitutionality of com¬ 
pulsory sterilization. Said the Supreme Court, “It 
is better for all the world if instead of waiting 
to execute degenerate offspring for crime, or 
to let them starve for their imbecility, society 
can prevent those who are manifestly unfit 
from continuing their kind.” 

Aside from governmental support of such 
measures, many influential powers in society also 
offered a helping hand, either by contributing fi¬ 
nancially, conducting studies on genetics, publish¬ 
ing books promoting scientific racism, etc. Promi¬ 
nent figures in support of eugenics and the Nazi 
rule included Leonard Darwin, Alexander Graham 


Bell, Charles B. Davenport, Herbert Hoover, 
Charles Eliot (President of Harvard University), 
David Starr Jordan (President of Stanford Univer¬ 
sity), the Pioneer Fund, and the Rockefeller and 
Carnegie Foundations. In the 1980’s, there 
seemed to be a resurgence in the studies of racial 
inferiority in the U.S. Roger Pearson, an anthro¬ 
pologist and promoter of the theory that “the white 
race has been endangered by inferior stock for 
more than 30 years”, and well known for being 
authoritarian and neo-fascist, succeeded in com¬ 
bining his right wing politics with an academic ca¬ 
reer as a college professor and head of the Insti¬ 
tute for the Study of Man in Virginia. In 1982, 
Ronald Reagan wrote him a letter commending 
his “valuable service” and voiced appreciation for 
his “substantial contributions to prom oting and 
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upholding those ideals and principles that we value 
at home and abroad.” 

Looks like eugenics isn’t dead today either. 

Propaganda seems to be the most important 
link between Nazi Germany and the United States. 
The propaganda served many purposes, such as 
quelling much of the opposition by promoting the 
notion that Nazi race policies were of scientific 
character and politically necessary, and by con¬ 
vincing the German people that Germany served 
as a model for other nations. Favorable state¬ 
ments by well known scientists from other coun¬ 
tries gave the German people the impression that 
scientific communities abroad favored Nazi race 
policy and viewed it as compatible with scientific 
knowledge. Nazi’s relied on the approval of for¬ 
eign scientists to further their propaganda efforts 
outside of Germany. Statements by non-German 


scientists were more credible than were those of 
German scientists, who were often regarded as 
mere puppets of the new regime. 

Unfortunately for Germany, foreign support 
was wavering. At the beginning outbreak of World 
War II, American eugenicists and geneticists pre¬ 
pared a resolution against Nazi race policy called 
the “Genetic Manifesto.” It was prepared and sup¬ 
ported primarily by scientists from the United 
States. It demanded effective birth control and the 
emancipation of women, stressed the importance 
of economic and political change, and condemned 
racism against ethnic minorities. In the late 1930’s, 
American eugenicists became more interested in 
how eugenics measures in Sweden, which had 
developed a comprehensive program to support 
large hereditarily healthy families, could combine 
with a sterilization law; they were searching for a 
model that combined democracy with eugenics. 
International criticism focused on the possibility 
that this power could be abused if applied specifi¬ 
cally to ethnic minorities or political enemies. The 
shift away from interest and support for Nazi Ger¬ 
many and its Law Preventing Hereditarily III Prog¬ 
eny was because of opposition to the totalitarian 
political regime, not because of the Nazi eugen¬ 
ics program. 

Public criticism of blatantly anti-Semitic Nazi 
policies rose. Important figures in the genetics 
movement died or retired. Discoveries in genet¬ 
ics contradicted the scientific basis of scientific 
racism and eugenics. Germany retaliated by point¬ 
ing to a hypocritical double standard in American 
society. They pointed to strict segregation between 
the whites and blacks and gave references to the 
lynching of blacks and the failure of an anti-lynch¬ 
ing bill in the Senate. They also pointed out the 
law in 30 states preventing the marriage of blacks 
and whites. An article in the Nationalsozialistische 
Partei Korrespondenz stated, “the nigger would 
well be surprised that the white American becomes 
outraged at the elimination of Jews from German 
universities, while they do not consider the exclu¬ 
sion of Negroes from American universities.” The 
final withdrawal of American support of Nazi poli¬ 
cies came when the U.S. sided with the allies 
against Germany during World War II. 

Today historians mask the truth of American 
involvement and influence in Nazi race policy and 
propaganda. The United States’s history of scien¬ 
tific racism is unheard of in textbooks and as a 
general rule, goes unspoken of. It is important to 
realize that this movement is not gone in its en¬ 
tirety, but instead has been absorbed into particu¬ 
lar institutions in society today. To escape it’s bad 
name, “eugenics” is now found in many cases to 
be hidden behind such field names as “human 
geneticists,” “population scientists,” “psychiatrists,” 
“anthropologists,” “sociologists,” “anthropologists,” 
and “family politicians.” Eugenicists attempted to 
separate themselves from the legacy of the Holo¬ 
caust by eliminating ethnic racism from the offi¬ 
cial agenda of eugenic societies. Many scientists 
continue to engage in providing findings for ge¬ 
netic differences between races. Scientific racism, 
which is known to be almost entirely a strictly 
German phenomenon should also be recognized 
as an American one. 
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With the return of PE, we also decided that 
the long absent opinion columns section 
would make a come back as well.

When Good Intentions Aren't Good Enough... 

I heard a rumor once. In fact I've heard it more 
than once and in several different variations. It 
started around the time we announced the breakup 
of the Profane Existence Collective, in October of 
1998. It went something like this: "Dan took all 
the money he made from Profane Existence and 
used it buy a house." There were other rumors 
too. Many being spread by "respected" individu¬ 
als within the movement with apparantly no other 
intention other than to make themselves look bet¬ 
ter at the expense of Profane Existence and it's 
former members. It was an ugly time and brought 
out the worst in people; vindictiveness, dishon¬ 
esty, and even jealousy. It's easy to point out short¬ 
comings of someone else when they fail, espe¬ 
cially when your own ego is on the line. 

To set things straight once and for all, I will 
flat out say that I have NEVER made any profit 
from all the years of my involvement with Profane 
Existence. When Profane Existence started pay¬ 
ing wages in 1996,1 always made sure the other 
workers were paid first, which sometimes meant 
waiting several months between pay checks. Even 
when there was money to pay myself, I never re¬ 
ceived more than minimum wage due to the 40 
hours maximum pay we imposed on ourselves, 
all the while spending 50-60 hours a week work¬ 
ing. 

When Laura became pregnant the first time, 
we both took a serious look at our situation. We 
both agreed that we wanted to buy a house. We 
wanted to raise our new family in a better envi¬ 
ronment than a shithole, delapidated apartment 
for which we paid each month to a lazy, parasitic, 
landlord. Buying a house isn't just something you 
go out and do on a whim - you have to work to¬ 
wards it and that is we did. Even after our first 
daughter died we stuck to our goal, and shortly 
before Athena was born we moved into house. 
Where did the money come from? We worked 
and we saved. It took nearly two years to save 
the money for a down payment and to establish 
credit. We now pay the bank directly, which is far 
cheaper than renting an over priced apartment in 



danger of imminent collapse. 

Did Profane Existence play a factor in Laura 
and I buying a house? Yes, but it wasn't in the 
form of "collatoral" for our house, as one rumor 
puts it. In fact, in the eyes of any bank, my status 
as legal owner of Profane Existence was a liabil¬ 
ity, not an asset. The role the Profane Existence 
played in the buying of our house was in fact a 
negative one and actually held us back by limiting 
the size of house we could buy. Banks don't lend 
money to self-employed people, only to those 
who can prove they are faithful wage slaves. 

The fact that Profane Existence has nearly 
always been in debt certainly helped create such 
rumors in ignorant peoples' minds, thus beginning 
a rumor that set me up as the scapegoat for PE's 
financial troubles and ultimate demise. 

No other person has contributed more money 
or endured more financial hardship because of PE 
than myself. In the early days of PE I contributed 
over half the wages I earned at my full time job to 
pay for printing PE magazine. The rest of my 
money went to rent and I often found myself with 
nothing left for food or anything else. In fact there 
were weeks when my entire dietary intake was 
what I could stuff in my face while at work. My 
upstairs neighbor Felix Von Havoc used to invite 
me up regularly on my weekends for soup or bring 
me dumpstered food just to be sure I had some¬ 
thing to eat. As the years went by I regularly con¬ 
tributed any extra money I could come up with for 
the cause, twice selling off chunks of my record 
collection. Once in order to put out records and 
then later to buy a computer for PE. When Pro¬ 
fane Existence ended, I was in debt $3000 to the 
bank for records put out by Profane Existence on 
my Visa card, which I has still not been able to 
pay off completely even to this day. 

In the aftermath of PE I was left with the re¬ 
sponsibility of cleaning up the finances. The final 
figures left PE with something close to $30,000 
worth of unpaid invoices, bills and royalties. On 
paper much of this could have been paid for by 
the people who owed money to Profane Existence, 
but collecting outstanding debts proved to be pretty 
much impossible. Many people simply chose to 
disappear or blatantly ignored pleas for payment. 
In fact I eventually gave up actively trying to col¬ 
lect PE’s old debts in May of last year when I real¬ 
ized I was spending more money on phone calls 
and letters than I was actually getting back for PE. 

In an effort to pay the money PE still owed, I 
once again started selling off my record collection 
and managed to raise about $11,000 in the pro¬ 
cess. With that I was able to put out the Decrepit 
12" - that final release on Profane Existence 
Records. I also put together and paid for the Af¬ 
termath LP and CD compilations to benefit PE. I 
also repressed more than a dozen records on the 
Profane Existence label, all with the goal of pay¬ 
ing back the money still owed by PE. So far nearly 
$15,000 in old debts have been paid off as a di¬ 
rect results of my efforts and more being paid all 
the time. Mind you that all of this has taken place 
AFTER the end of Profane Existence by some¬ 
one who supposedly fucked over PE and the 
scene. 

Has this left me bitter? If it did I wouldn't be 
back writing this column or putting out this maga¬ 
zine Has it left me angry? Yes. Very. I am an¬ 
gered when I hear some ignorant fool spout off 


about how Dan or Mandy ran off with all the 
collective's money. I am angered when bands tell 
me they did not contribute to the Aftermath com¬ 
pilation because of a rumor they heard. I am an¬ 
gered when people tell me they are going to pay 
their debts to PE and never do. I am angered 
when I don't know what to tell people like Jari from 
Finn Records, Alain from Nabate, Michael from 
Common Cause, etc. etc... each time they ask 
when they will be paid the money still owed to them 
by Profane Existence. Every time I go over to the 
puny remains of my record collection to play one 
of my favorite albums and find it gone it's like put¬ 
ting salt on a deep wound. 

I will admit to partial responsibility for the fi¬ 
nancial pickle that ultimately destroyed PE. I will 
admit to my share of bad decisions, poor plan¬ 
ning and even the occasional misuse of PE funds 
(OK, I thought a keg of beer would be a GOOD 
thing at a "Soy not Oi!" stuffing party). There were 
also things outside of anyone's control that helped 
hastened the end of the collective; like a fucked 
up landlord, a fire in the building we were sup¬ 
posed to move PE into, an crippling UPS strike, 
and even major hassles and steep fines from the 
IRS. 

However, the biggest contributing factor to 
the financial ruin of PE were the enormous 
amounts of people who ripped off the collective 
over the years, whether by accident or design. 
When Profane Existence ended in 1998 I warned 
people who still owed the colletive money that 
would have until May of 1999 to pay or their names 
would be posted in MRR, Heart Attack, and on 
our web site. I did in fact briefly post the list on 
PE's web site, which did bring in some small re¬ 
sults, but I removed the list for revision and didn't 
bother to repost it until just a little while ago. De¬ 
ciding it's now time to make good on my threat, 
and more than a year after the deadline, I have 
decided to publish the list. And what better ve¬ 
hicle to do it than in Profane Existence Magazine 
itself!? 

THE PROFANE EXISTENCE SHITLIST 

For public record, here is a partial list of of the 
people who contributed to PE's demise by duck¬ 
ing out on their debts to the former collective. Any 
help tracking them down or other persuasive mea¬ 
sures are welcomed. Please note that the list 
below only represents unpaid debts from the last 
3 years of the Profane Existence Collective's 10 
years of operation. It also does not show the doz¬ 
ens of unpaid debts less than $50, the myriad bad 
/ stolen checks, or any of the trade scams the col¬ 
lective fell victim to. There are also other distribu¬ 
tors and labels who still owe money to PE, but are 
not on this list because they are actively paying 
off their debts. 

Profane Earth (Dinsdale, New Zealand) - 
$1610.40 These former "official PE distributors" 
Sean Carmichal and Lindz ? blatantly lied and 
cheated PE out of more money than most others 
combined. They were rumored to have moved to 
the Gold Coast of Australia, but recent sightings 
have confirmed their location in NZ. 

Malarie Records (Czech / Poland) - $1115.32 A 
very sad addition to this list, because they were 
formerly one of the best trade partners of PE in 
eastern Europe, but failed to send promised trades 
in 1998 and have not responded to any correspon- 
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dence since PE ended. 

Southern Black Cross (Sydney, Australia) - 
$910.15 Another "official PE distributor" Andrew 
Dove failed to send payment or trades for orders 
made in 1996-1997. Always a difficult distributor 
to deal with, but then finally disappeared for good 
in 1998. 

(It is interesting to point out that the first PE dis¬ 
tributors for Australia and New Zealand also ripped 
the collective off during the early 90s) 

AZ Distribution (Pavia, Italy) - $854.00 Yet again 
stabbed in the back by "official PE distributors," 
Luca and Piero decided they would rather rave 
than distribute punk records. Thanks to the 
Agipunks folks who were able to rescue $200 
worth of our records when these clowns dropped 
out of the scene. 

Fine Print Distribution (Austin, TX) - approx. 
$800.00 This was a big zine distributor that went 
bankrupt in about 1997. We still have not received 
even a partial payment although proper papers 
were filed with the courts. Exact amount owed is 
unclear because inventory reports stopped sev¬ 
eral months before the motion for bankrupsy. 
Chris Gilberds (Edmonton, Canada) - $682.80 
Pulled money order scams and other deceptions 
to rip off PE in 1997. Last we heard this fuckface 
is in hiding in fear of his life - and so he should be! 
Left Bank Distribution (Seattle, WA) - $612.93 
An "anarchist" book distributor who simply stopped 
sending payments after December 1998. 

Villa Varvara Infoshop (Thessaloniki, Greece) 

- $529.68 An info shop formerly run out of squat in 
Greece. The person who made all of the orders, 
Gekas Sotiris, claimed he quit the collective shortly 
thereafter and this therefore not responsible for 
paying back the debt. Unfortunately he wasn’t will¬ 
ing to supply us with the info as to what became 
of the stuff that was sent or exactly who WAS re¬ 
sponsible. 

See-Hear (NYC) - $250.00 How many times do 
you hear "the check is in the mail" before you stop 
believing it! Boycott this lying sack of shit! 

E.G. Smith Collective (Columbus, OH)-approx. 
$250.00 A distributor and publisher that disap¬ 
peared in 1998. Exact amount owed is unclear 
becasue they failed to send an invoice for items 
given to us in trade during late 1997. 

Beer Nut (St. Paul, MN) - $175.00 This is the 
former distribution run by Bob, guitar player for 
the Quincy Punx, who conveniently disappears at 
every chance encounter. 

Ratal Kasprzak (Poland) - $150+ Another former 
"official PE distributor," but could never live up to 
his "good intentions." The "+" indicates his actual 
debt to PE is much, much higher, but we decided 
to forgive the rest of his debt if he at least paid for 
his debt for PE magazines. That was in 1997. So 
much for good intentions. 

Wow Cool (Berkeley, CA) - $104.57 Getting pay¬ 
ment from these zine / book distributors was al¬ 
ways like pulling teeth and we finally just stopped 
sending them zines because it wasn't worth the 
hassle. Apparently they decided they would just 
stop sending payments too. 

Ivo Mathe (Prague, Czech Republic) - $82.50 
Claimed he will pay soon - two years ago! 

The Boiler Room (Nelson, BC, Canada) - $59.50 
The usual story of good intentions gone bad. 

Moon Mystique (Iowa City, IA) - $53.00 A comic 
/ magazine shop that was always late with pay¬ 


ments and finally just fucked off on their last couple 
of invoices (sources say the owner moved to Chi¬ 
cago to join the junkie / Goth scene). 

AND SO THE CYCLE CONTINUES? 

Shortly after PE ended, Joe and I decided we 
wanted to carry on some sort of distribution to 
maintain availability of remaining PE titles and to 
continue to distribute Skuld Release for North 
America (Skuld was formerly PE's partner label 
for Europe). This we called Blackened Distribu¬ 
tion and has grown to become one of the largest 
distributors to the North American DIY punk move¬ 
ment. We even set up an interface on our web 
site that allowed us to accept credit cards as pay¬ 
ment to speed up the ordering process. 

Having things gone smoothly for more than 
a year, we let down our guard and were taken for 
over $1000 by two different people on opposite 
sides of the world. Both people placed substantial 
wholesale and mail orders using what turned out 
to be stolen credit cards. Before we figured out 
what had happened, we had sent out several large 
orders to both people, one to a person Malaysia 
and the other in Yugoslavia. In both cases the 
perpetrators said they thought it was going to be 
the credit card or insurance companies who had 
to pay back the money but that's not how credit 
cards work and Blackened had to pay back the 
cash. 

Do we hunt them down and kill them like Bob 
from Sound Idea has seriously suggested (he too 
was ripped off). I personally think that's going a 
just a little too far, but I still can't help feeling ut¬ 
terly disgusted by the harm caused by these 
people's ignorance. Both people have said they 
made mistakes and have apologized for hurting 
the DIY movement. The person in Malaysia, who 
ordered the most, has claimed he will pay back 
the money, while the other person in Yuguslavia 
has stated he can not, but will try to help repair 
the harm done. The net result is Blackened can 
no longer accept credit card payments from people 
overseas, because not only do we have to pay 
back money for orders placed with stolen credit 
cards, but we're also in danger of losing the ability 
to accept them period. It has has also meant that 
Blackened has been forced to raise prices again, 
because we're not only paying off PE's old debts, 
but now this new set back on top of it. 

In the face of all of this, you would think I 
would have just given up for good, and some prob¬ 
ably think I should. However, just as we said when 
we disbanded the collective in 1998, we have not 
given up on the politics and of the anarcho-punk 
movement. I have stayed involved with the move¬ 
ment, taking a more behind the scenes role start¬ 
ing Blackened Distribution with Joe. While I origi¬ 
nally intended to work as a professional web site 
developer and just do Blackened as an after work 
thing. In the end it turned out that Blackened be¬ 
came the full time job and my computer skills have 
been put to use to make the PE and Blackened 
web sites state of the art. 

With the exception of Mandy, who has since 
moved to Portland, all of the remaining of line-up 
of the PE collective are still active in the move¬ 
ment here. My daughter is now two years old and 
no longer requires the constant attention as she 
did as an infant, After a year and a half without an 
issue of PE Magazine, and seeing our high hopes 


for a replacement shattered, the only logical con¬ 
clusion to achieve was to bring PE back. So here 
we are, in spite of all the bullshit, in spite of all the 
lies, in spite of the hard feelings, in spite of the 
fucking world.... WE'RE BACK! 

ADDENDUM: 

A Tale of Two Friends and a Dead Label 

I wasn't planning to write about the details of 
Profane Existence Records in this issue, but I have 
been prompted to write by the fact that I was just 
recently accosted by an ex- band member, over 
supposed royalties he erronously believes he is 
still owed for two records put out by PE in 1996 
and 1997. The person in regards to this is Pignose, 
singer from the band Assrash, and someone I very 
much want to remain friends with. However there 
is a gross misunderstanding keeping this from hap¬ 
pening and has nearly resulted in a physical con¬ 
frontation. 

First I should explain the "inner workings" of 
Profane Existence Records and our standard 
"deal" we make with the bands. Since the begin¬ 
ning, Profane Existence has offered all it's bands 
a 50/50 split on all net profit, which means they 
make half of the money from sales, minus PE's 
expenses. Bands who pay for their own record¬ 
ings have a 60/40 split, which means they get 60% 
of all money from sales minus PE's expenses. This 
generally worked out to 15% and 20% of the gross 
sales from the total pressings respectively, and 
these are numbers we told the bands. Bands who 
pay for their own recording stand to make far more 
back in royalties, especially if the record sells more 
than one pressing. It should also be pointed out 
that PE has paid the recording cost of all but a 
very small hand full of the forty-something records 
we released. 

How the bands get paid is either in one or 
two ways. The first way, which is most common, 
is the bands simply take their royalties in records. 
This works best for the bands because they can 
take the records on tour and start getting "paid" 
for them immediately. The second way is for PE 
to sell their royalty copies and then pay the band 
afterwards. This usually only happens in the case 
of bands that are broken up, or are really popular 
and can't keep up with selling all of the royalty 
copies they receive. This isn’t as good for the 
bands for two reasons: First, we sell our stock of 
records before we start in on the band copies. This 
makes sense, because it was our money invested 
in making them in the first place (which usually 
meant a loan from friends and/or family, which had 
to be paid back). This could mean the band may 
have to wait several month (or even years) before 
they start receiving payment for their record. The 
second reason this method isn’t as good for the 
bands is because they will only be paid the amount 
of money which we sold the records for. Over 
90% of ail PE records are sold wholesale to other 
distributors, which means a relatively low aver¬ 
age sales price (something like $1.75 per 7"'and 
$4.75 per LP / CD). If the band were to sell the 
records at shows, they would be able to charge a 
little bit more money, thus making back even more 
for their efforts. 

It should also be said that PE never made a 
written contract with any band on the label, be¬ 
cause the deal was always explained in advance 
AND we felt that a verbal agreement with friends 
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is all that was ever needed. In the over all scheme 
of the world, PE was a tiny label and most bands 
never balked at the prospect of not making a lot of 
money from their records, especially when 2000+ 
copies is a VERY GOOD selling record! In most 
cases the bands have been surprised to receive 
anything at all. I'm not saying that bands should 
expect to make nothing back for their efforts, but 
there really isn't a whole lot of money to be made 
from a DIY released record either. 

Now I want to talk about Assrash in particu¬ 
lar. In a nutshell, Pignose believes the band never 
received any royalties for their records released 
on PE. This is in spite of the fact that we had 
given them hundreds of records and finally checks 
for the copies we sold after the band broke up in 
1997. This insistence by Pignose has been a thorn 
in the relationship between him and several other 
former PE members, and now finally with myself. 
This reoccurring issue has also the principal rea¬ 
son that the Assrash LP has been overlooked sev¬ 
eral times when money became available to do 
represses. I'm not writing this with the intent of 
putting Pignose down, but I do want my explana¬ 
tion to go on public record and hopefully put this 
behind us once and for all. There's no reason we 
shouldn't be friends, but it seems like this is just 
going to keep coming up time and time again. 

PE put out two different records from 
Assrash, their 7" EP in 1996 and their LP in 1997. 
In both cases PE paid for the recording and in 
both cases the band was paid in their customary 
15% cut of the records. Because the band broke 
up shortly after recording their LP, the band didn't 
have much use for their 300 copies, so most of 
them sat on the floor in PE's office for about half a 
year. Several members of the band took copies 
here and there for friends and Mandy actually sold 
some to pay off some debts owed by Assrash for 
some artwork, which unfortunately showed up too 
late and too over budget to be used on the first 
pressing of the album. 

When PE finally sold our 1700 of the 2000 
records pressed, we then simply started selling 
the remaining band copies, which amounted to 
183 left by that point. This was in October of 1997, 
about the time when Pignose first started harass¬ 
ing Mandy for Royalties. By February 1998, PE 
had sold all of the remaining Assrash LP's and 
paid the band, not only for LP's, but for their roy¬ 
alty copies of their 7" on PE and split EP with Fleas 
and Lice put out by Skuld. The total we owed the 
band was $1102.00, which split four ways to 
$275.50 paid to each member. Even after we 
paid each member of the band, Pignose contin¬ 
ued to harass Mandy and then later Joe about 
getting more royalties and then claiming the band 
never got any copies of the record. Because the 
record was never repressed, there simply were 
no additional copies or royalties. Obviously 
Pignose is very confused about where the royalty 
money came from and possibly wrong in the as¬ 
sumption that the record was ever repressed, 
which it has not. 

Just for the record, I dug up all the receipts 
and sales reports pertaining to the Assrash LP, 
which break down as follows: 

Cost of Goods: ASSRASH LP 

Recording = $630.00 

Film / Proofs = $1030.00 


Mastering = $300.00 

Freight/Misc = $125.00 

Pressing / printing = $4073.83 

Total Cost = $6158.83 

Sales and Profit 

Gross Sales = $8753.25 

Band Copies Sold = - $869.25 

(183 x $4.75) 

Cost of Goods = - $6158.83 

Bad Debt = -$236.13 

(see "SHITLIST" in my column) 
Total PE Net Earnings = $1489.04 


Anyone who has ever put out a record in the 
DIY punk scene will tell you that it takes practi¬ 
cally forever and a day to get your money back, if 
at all. The Assra^i LP was one of the few re¬ 
leases on PE that did eventually pay for itself and 
even made some money. For most records to 
break even it takes several pressing, particularly 
if there are large amounts recording and artwork 
involved. Only about half the releases PE has put 
out actually have made any money back for the 
collective. Just in case anyone still has any illu¬ 
sions about PE making a lot of money from 
records, consider that all of the following were re¬ 
leased at a LOSS: Sofahead LP, Sofahead 7", 
Atavistic LP, Moral Suckling LP, Internal Autonomy 
double 7", Negative Stance 7", Natural Cause 7", 
V/A "Think Globally, Act Locally" double 7", State 
of the Union 7", Coprofilia 7", Christdriver LP, Civil 
Disobedience LP, Manual Seven 7", State of the 
Union LP, and the Decrepit 12". It should also be 
said that in all cases the bands were paid their 
royalties in records, so technically they made more 
money than PE just by selling a single copy on 
their own. 

I am not just writing this for Pignose, although 
I hope he does read it and we can smooth out this 
stupid shit between us. I think this is something 
that the over all scene should know, particularly 
to those who still think that DIY punk bands make 
heaps of money from what they do. A few bands 
on PE have made some money from their re¬ 
leases, but none have been even close to being 
able to live off the royalties, simply because there 
isn't that much money involved. From my own 
experience, the bands who make the most are the 
ones who actually get involved in the DIY part of 
it; by touring, selling records and T-shirts, and even 
putting out their own recordings when they can. 
That's how tours are funded, vans and equipment 
are bought, records are put out, etc. Very rarely 
is there anything left over for anything close to 
what you would call making a living. If you want 
to make money from your band, and you don't want 
to have to work for it, then you're pretty much go¬ 
ing to have to sell your soul to a major label. If 
they'll have you. 

In closing, I will mention that PE still owes 
some bands royalties for records that have sold 
before and after collective officially ended. As with 
all PE debts, I am working my ass off to make 
sure these are paid, but of course it has been a 
slow processes and will likely continue to be for 
some time now. PE Records is pretty much gone 
for good at this point, so very few records will re¬ 
main in print much longer. My offer is still open to 
the bands on PE Records to have their record¬ 
ings returned in exchange for half the recording 
cost, if applicable. 



When Dan told me PE was making a comeback I 
lept for joy. After travelling a lot in the last two years 
I've seen how important PE has been in linking 
together the DIY punk scenes in disparate coun¬ 
tries around the world. The fact is that as punks 
we have more in common with other punk kids in 
Argentina, South Korea or Norway than we do with 
mainstream citizens of our own countries. It has 
been argued that at its best the anarcho punk 
scene is a counter culture and in its current mani¬ 
festation it is a truly global counter culture. I re¬ 
member sitting in places like Malaysia and the 
Philippines thinking that PE stopped publishing a 
year or two too early, because in the next decade 
the punk scene will become more international and 
widespread than we ever imagined. Some may 
argue what relevance a culture of middle and 
working class youth protest originating in mid 70's 
America and England has to young people in 
China and Israel today. However, the undeniable 
fact is that like a deadly disease punk continues 
to spread and has a genuine appeal to kids around 
the world. Why? Because it is a culture of resis¬ 
tance, rebellion and non-conformity. In a world in¬ 
creasingly dominated by an extremely banal and 
insidious corporate culture oriented around con¬ 
sumption of the products of mega corporations 
punk offers young people a chance to think, act 
and be different and unique. Our music is more 
than just entertainment and our zines more than 
just words on paper to fill moments on the toilet, 
they are legitimate cries of outrage, protest and 
social criticism aimed at the doomed society in 
which we live. Our sense of style sets us apart as 
physically as our anti-authoritarian views set us 
apart politically. Although I was slow to embrace 
it, I feel the internet offers us a great resource to 
spread information, music and culture under the 
radar of the mainstream culture that is being 
shoved down our throats. As Lenin once said "The 
Capitalist will sell you the very rope you intend to 
hang him with." So the next decade looks bright 
for true DIY punk, our scene will continue to grow 
and become organized. After years of slumber the 
youth are finally getting restless and taking to the 
streets to protest the growing power of the corpo¬ 
rate elite and their attempt to create a global plu¬ 
tocracy/police state. Next May Day we will take to 
the streets en masse around the world, and PE 
will be there to cover it. I can't wait for the May 
2001 issue! I want to roll up a copy of this maga¬ 
zine and use it as a bull horn, stand on the corner 
of Lake and Bloomington and yell "Punks Not 
Dead! We're here to stay!" 

I'm so sick of people looking at crusty 
hardcore records and telling me "This Discharge 
thing is played out man, who needs another record 
with stark black and white graphics of war victims 
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and tortured animals" Well, we do. In this era of 
institutionalized violence we are so numb to man's 
inhumanity to man that atrocities and genocide 
are accepted as everyday occurences. Famine, 
rape, torture and massacre are no longer outrages 
to public opinion, they are merely statistics and 
sound bytes sandwiched in between commercial 
breaks. Nuclear war is not a "played out issue." 
Animal rights are not "overdone." The suffering of 
oppressed people in countries dominated by US 
backed regimes is not an "80's retro" issue. Look 
at the big picture...AIN'T A DAMN THING'S 
CHANGED! We still have all the same issues to 
protest against, and more urgent reasons to do 
so. 

Looking back on the 90's we see a period in 
which aspects of punk culture were totally 
commodified by the mainstream. Punk Rock to¬ 
day is a household word. "Punk" bands like Off¬ 
spring and Green Day have sold tens of millions 
of albums and played in huge stadiums. Ironically 
becoming the same pompous tools of the music 
business punk sought to overthrow in the mid 70's. 

I remember the days when Manic Panic and Doc 
Martens were unavailable in the USA (except in 
NYC) and you had to have sympathetic punks in 
England or NYC mail them to you. Now you can 
get that shit in every mall. Skateboarding used to 
be some sort of underground rebellious subcul¬ 
ture, now it's as mainstream as Baseball. I re¬ 
member getting beat up and harassed daily for 
having green hair and a pierced nose, now that's 
as socially acceptable as moustaches and flannel 
shirts. All of this commodification not only left the 
DIY punk scene intact, it strengthened it. Punk has 
made a great deal of progress in terms of organi¬ 
zation and communication in the last ten years. I 
dug up my "tour diary" from the 1990 Destroy/Oi 
Polloi tour. We played nine shows in three weeks, 
mostly in clubs. The only DIY venues we played 
were a skate ramp in Dayton and ABC NO RIO. In 
those days you mostly dealt with "booking agents" 
at clubs. Most of whom had no clue when it came 
to punk. The tour was poorly organized and Oi 
Polloi lost a ton of money. Destroy got paid about 
75 bucks for the whole tour. Luckily we brought 
some T-shirts and tapes to sell so we didn't starve. 
We actually brought only 50$ with us at the start 
of the tour. When I compare and contrast this to 
the sort of tours I'm organizing now it blows my 
mind. You can tour America for two months and 
still play every day. There are just that many places 
to play, bands to play with and people to help you 
set up shows. There is a network established now 
that just did not exist ten years ago, or at the least 
was in its infancy. Bands like Destroy, Antischism, 
Born Against and Rorschach went out on the road 
long before there was a network available to make 
it easy to tour. Nowadays, as we all know, such a 
network is well established, taken for granted and 
often abused. Especially by shitty bands that 
should stay home and practice for two more years 
before they leave the basement. One thing that 
hasn't changed is the prices of the shows and the 
merchandise. Despite everything else going up in 
price over the years, gas, tires, food, etc. shows 
still cost five bucks, 7"s still sell for 3$ and t shirts 
for 8$ or less. The DIY ethic is headed for a seri¬ 
ous wake up call with gig prices. The time has 
come to admit that the five dollar show is an anach¬ 
ronism. Especially with today's gas prices. 


In the realm of record distribution it seems 
like the DIY scene has finally gotten its shit to¬ 
gether and things are running smoothly. I had lot 
of complaints about distributors a few years ago 
and very few now. Ebullition, Blackened and 
Sound Idea are all efficient, honest, reasonable 
and reliable distributors retail and wholesale of 
punk music and zines. I urge you all to support 
them. Gone are the days when shady distributors 
with no interest in punk like Relativity could swindle 
PE out of hundreds of Nausea albums. Bands to¬ 
day have unparralled access to a global audience. 
A record released in Sweden today will be on a 
turntable in New Zealand tomorrow if it has any 
merit at all. All this while labels like Epitaph and 
Victory move hundreds of thousands of copies of 
trite watered down mainstream music they call 
"punk" and "hardcore" No thanks. We've got the 
real, true hardcore punk right here, free from any 
outside interference and in control of our own des¬ 
tiny. The mainstream has proved unable to 
commodify true hardcore music, no doubt because 
mainstream music sucks so bad and hardcore 
rules. Well, let me put that another way. Hardcore 
is so fast, aggressive and anti social it has proved 
incredibly durable in terms of being ripped off and 
mass marketed. That is to say, our music is too 
extreme for a music business that wants to sell 
fake rebellion to middle class mall shoppers as 
"extreme music." Lucky for us Axiom and Life's 
Halt are not "radio friendly" or will the ever be. To 
my relief the mainstream is content to consume 
moronic sexist gangsta rap and repetitive mind¬ 
less rap-metal ad nauseum. 

Punk style has come under a crushing on¬ 
slaught in the last ten years. Fat pants with patches 
on them are tolerated at gigs. Plaid skirts and pants 
are going the way of the buffalo. People are get¬ 
ting away with safety pinning patches to leather 
jackets instead of painting or studding them. Pants 
are worn over the boots instead of being rolled up 
over them. Look sharp here folks, don't let the 
mainstream drag down our cultural heritage. 

Seriously, there is a larger issue here. The 
"store bought" punk look is now readily accessible 
at any "hot topic." You can acquire a punk "outfit" 
to stick in your closet next to your "rave" and "goth" 
outfits. The essence of punk style is that it is ours, 
it's different, and its largely home made. You can't 
manufacture studded and painted leather jackets 
in a factory. Like a medieval suit of armor each 
one is hand crafted, and unique to its wearer. The 
band logos and stud configurations on no two 
leather jackets are the same. An infinite variety. 
The same with tattoos. No two punks are express¬ 
ing their individuality in totally uniform fashion. 
Contrast this to a Marilyn Manson show where 
10,000 kids are wearing the same T-shirt. Punk is 
not about mail ordering a T-shirt from a web site, 
it's about learning how to screen print and making 
your own T-shirts in your basement for you and 
your friends to wear. Ironically, I learned to screen 
print to make Discharge T-shirts for me and my 
crew back in '84 and now I'm selling hundreds of 
T-shirts from my web site. 

When I was in Berlin, Y@hoo pointed out to 
me that ten years ago there was a lot of hope for 
the anarcho punk movement really taking off in 
the 90's. The black block of the German 
Autonomen was held up as an example of anar¬ 
chist organization that could be adapted to pro¬ 
test movements around the world. But in the in¬ 


tervening decade the anarcho punk movement 
evolved in to a really efficient means of selling T- 
shirts, patches and records. Lip service is paid to 
slogans and some lifestyles are altered. In the big 
picture nothing changed. A lot of kids dress better 
and have bigger record collections but the sys¬ 
tem has not been threatened. Yet. 

Now a protest movement against global capi¬ 
talism is growing and the anarcho punks are go¬ 
ing to be a part of it. One thing that was recently 
pointed out to me is that the mainstream media is 
now blaming outrages against corporate property 
as the actions of "militant anarchists." At least we 
are finally getting some press. Ten years ago they 
would always blame any trouble on "communist 
agitators." And another thing, that communist shit 
is down for the count. They can all join Stalin in 
hell. The protest actions against the WTO and IMF 
today have their roots in the Stop the City, No 
Business As Usual and Black Block demos of the 
80's. Lets hope that like France in 68 this protest 
movement can break out of the student/youth 
ghetto and attract disaffected members of the 
working class. 

Punk has become increasingly diverse in the 
last ten or fifteen years. There are now dozens of 
sub genre's of punk with their own style, bands, 
zines and culture. I mean how many Earth Crisis 
or Promise Ring fans really know their music has 
its roots in the Clash and Minor Threat? This has 
led to one of our greatest advances in the scene 
over the last ten years. Victory over thugs in the 
scene. Sure there are still thugs here and there, 
but for the most part the Skinheads, Boneheads 
and whatever sort of thugs you used to have start¬ 
ing fights at shows and terrorizing kids are gone. 
They now have their own scene filled with thug 
bands to follow and fellow thugs to go thug-life 
on. A lot of the sort of meat-heads you used to 
see at shows during the cross over era are now 
attracted to jock core, rap-metal or whatever. And 
good fucking riddance. I know there are still prob¬ 
lems with Nazis or hard liners or who ever in places 
here and there. However, it's nothing like the epi¬ 
demic of violence that nearly killed the scene in 
the mid and late 80's. Let us never forget the days 
of 10 thugs being able to terrorize 200 punk kids 
at a show because no one was ready to stick their 
neck out and throw them out. One Scene Thug 
Free! 

I hope I'm looking back on this column in PE 
number 100 and recounting my views on how 
much progress we have made since today, no one 
is going to do it for you, you have to Do It Yourself!

BRUTAL. 



I didn't know that he'd called me a fucking bitch 
and had told me to shut up. Not too many strang¬ 
ers have the guts to call me a bitch and to tell me 
to shut up in the same sentence, let alone when 












I'm on stage with Aus Rotten talking about the is¬ 
sue or rape. We were getting ready to play a new 
song that I had written with Aus Rotten and I was 
talking about the song before we played it when a 
kid with a mohawk decided to call me a fucking 
bitch and tell me to shut up. Hey, anybody has 
the right to call me a bitch and anybody has the 
right to tell me to shut up. That's their opinion and 
they're more then welcome to have it. But any¬ 
body wanting to do that had better make damn 
sure that they come right up to my face and say 
what they need to say because trust me: I will 
have an opinion to send right back at ya'. It wasn't 
until after the show that I actually found out what 
had been said. And yes, I did find the kid and let 
him know in extreme detail and at high volume 
how I felt about his little comment. 

Once I stopped yelling at the kid and after 
he'd apologized a few times, we actually ended 
up talking for awhile. I explained to him why I was 
talking about the song and the importance that 
the lyrics hold for me. The song is called "The 
Second Rape". Aus Rotten had given me a tape 
and asked me to write lyrics to music that Corey 
had specifically written for me to express myself. 

I sat in my living room playing the tape over and 
over until like a floodgate opening, the words just 
poured out of me and onto paper. It was almost 
as if the song was already written inside of me 
somewhere and had just been looking for a chance 
to be released. The term "the second rape" re¬ 
fers to the way that women are treated after they've 
been sexually assaulted. Police officers, hospital 
workers, the court systems... even friends and 
family. Often, there is a blame that is placed on 
the shoulders of women who have been raped. 
Questions like "What were you wearing? Were 
you drinking? Did you know him? Why were you 
walking around that late at night anyway? Why 
did you go with him back to his room? Why didn't 
you fight? Why didn't you scream? Why didn't 
you stop him?" are all questions that get asked of 
rape victims and every single one of those ques¬ 
tions places guilt and responsibility onto the 
woman. It is a brutalizing experience to be so 
vulnerable and to feel so violated after you've been 
raped. When those feelings are perpetuated and 
compounded by a group of strangers who push 
your face further into the shit you're already drown¬ 
ing in, it can be almost as damaging as the actual 
rape itself. 

Imagine how that must feel. You are in over¬ 
whelming physical pain from the physical act of 
rape. Your whole perception of the world and your 
place in it has been torn apart. Feelings of safety 
and security have been ripped from you. You feel 
as if you are not in control of yourself anymore 
because someone came along and took that con¬ 
trol away from you so completely. So brutally. So 
exactly. And then you get thrown into the court 
system and it happens to you all over again. You 
are made to feel as if you asked to be raped. As if 
you were just strolling the streets at night hoping 
and praying some guy would come along and vio¬ 
late you. As if the clothes you were wearing were 
some secret invitation to rape. That if you'd sim¬ 
ply been more assertive or stronger, you could 
have stopped the assault from happening. You 
are somehow responsible. You are somehow 
guilty. You are totally to blame. 

If you think this only happens in the court sys¬ 


tems or with the police, then take a close look 
around you and listen to what's being said. "The 
second rape" also occurs amongst family and 
friends alike. This mentality of placing blame on 
the woman after sexual assault completely infil¬ 
trates the punk scene too. I've heard shit said at 
parties and at shows that makes my fucking stom¬ 
ach turn. Anything from subtle comments that 
downplay the fact that a rape occurred to some¬ 
one actually saying that they told a guy "no" and 
that he went ahead and did it anyway. I've lis¬ 
tened to punks place the blame on the woman 
after a rape has occurred. Anything from "Well, 
she knew him so how could it be rape?" or "They 
used to date each other so that can't be rape." or 
"She was pretty fucking wasted. Did you see how 
she was acting? What else could she expect?" 
Comments like these shift the blame away from 
men and put it on the woman who was raped. 
But you know what? I want any woman reading 
this to understand something: You are not to 
blame. You are not responsible. You are not guilty 
of the crime. You didn't ask for this. It is not your 
fault. Don't ever let anyone try to tell you that it is. 
And if anyone ever tries to make you feel that you 
are to blame, scream at the top of your lungs. 
Scream to drown out whatever they're saying. 
Scream to release your rage. Make sure that they 
understand that they're to blame for perpetuating 
a culture of rape in the punk scene. 

That kid who called me a bitch and told me 
to shut up didn't want to hear what I had to say 
about rape when I was talking about it on stage. 
But you know what? There is so much that needs 
to be confronted and so much that needs to be 
said about sexual assault that I plan to never shut 
up about it. As long as women I know are being 
assaulted, I won't shut up. As long as I have to 
step outside my door and feel fear and feel threat¬ 
ened by the act of rape, I won't shut up. I will 
keep speaking and writing and singing and 
screaming about this topic until I begin to feel as if 
something in this world is beginning to change. 
Until we all begin to talk about this and discuss 
this and find the creative solutions to the problem 
within our own scene and within the world at large.

Profane Existence is back from the Dead! When I 
received the message that Profane Existence 
Magazine is back I was very happily surprised. 
Profane Existence was always a very important 
thing to me, the zine as well as the label with the 
records they released. Both things have been an 
influence to me and to decisions I have made. I 
have been following Profane Existence now for 
more than 7 years, it has been one of the first 
zines I read as a young punk, PE released one of 
my all time favorite records, the Nausea 'Extinc¬ 
tion' Album, and because of Profane Existence I 


started the Distribution, which I am still running. 

The zine was, and I really hope that it will 
again be, an important instrument to the do-it-your¬ 
self hardcore punk community. One of the most 
important things in my opinion was, and I think 
still is, the distribution and contribution network. 
Although there have often been problems with 
people not paying, not responding or problems 
with money for postage, the PE collective has al¬ 
ways been able to have the zine distributed really 
well without having any distribution contracts or 
huge distributors. It has just been people that cared 
about helping out with distribution and simply did 
it. Everywhere around the world you could find an 
issue of Profane Existence, and everywhere have 
been people contributing with local information. I 
hope that it will again be possible to have the zine 
supported by such a network, because this is what 
made, and hopefully makes again, PE such a good 
fanzine. 

Since the last issue of PE came out in late 
1998 a lot of things happened here in Austria, and 
I thought some of you might be interested what 
happened in the meantime. 

Since February 2000, Austria has a new gov¬ 
ernment, for the first time in history a coalition of 
the Austrian People's Party (OEVP) and the right- 
wing Austrian Freedom Party (FPOE). In the 
1980's there has once been a coalition between 
the Social Democrats and the Austrian Freedom 
Party, but since this was not very successful for 
the FPOE, their leader Jorg Haider changed the 
whole party from a conservative liberal party into 
a populist right-wing party. So for the first time in 
more than 50 years, since the end of World War 
2, the government has been built up by conserva¬ 
tive, religious, populist and right-wing politicians. 
More information about the new Austrian govern¬ 
ment hopefully in the next issue of PE. 

Of course also a few things in the Austrian 
DIY scene happened. So let's start with what I re¬ 
member that ended and broke up. Sacro Egoismo 
Records closed down their Store, but the mailorder 
distribution is still running, the zines Ex's Digest 
and Cracked are no longer published. The bands 
Konstrukt and Prohaska both broke up about a 
year ago, and one really cool club for having shows 
in Vienna, the TU-Club, had to shut down. 

But of course new projects started, there is a 
new cool Record and Skateboard Store in Vienna 
named Yummy. Some new bands started hitting 
the stage, to name a few: Programm C, Kobayashi, 
Mar or Aniemoation. A new collective found to¬ 
gether and is just starting to work on setting up 
shows and distributing records. 

Because of the political situation a lot of 
people came together to fight against the new gov¬ 
ernment, new networks and groups have been es¬ 
tablished and are more active than any groups in 
the last few years. 

Also a lot of things in terms of animal libera¬ 
tion happen lately, festivals, demonstrations and 
actions are organized regularly and also an Aus¬ 
trian group of Food Not Bombs started. 

The EKH, Vienna's best place for shows and 
the only squat in town, just celebrated its 10th an¬ 
niversary. There are of course more things planned 
for the future, like opening a new record store in 
Vienna, starting a new zine, some new bands 
found together and just started practicing, so things 
are still moving here. If you are looking for con- 










tacts in Austria, there are quite a lot of addresses 
in BYOFL #8 or in the BYOFL Internet version.

"To the Age its Art, to Art its Freedom" - Ludwig 
Hevesi 1898, written over the portals of the Se¬ 
cession in Vienna proclaiming the Artists aims. 


This motto was chosen by a group of Artists 
that made up the Secessionists, which were a 
wonderful collective of artists - mostly painters, 
sculpturists and designers - in Vienna 1897 until 
ca. 1910. The most important artists were Gustav 
Klimt, Otto Wagner, Josef Hoffmann, Arnold 
Schoenberg (shite, I want my Umlaut-Keys back), 
Josef Olbrich and Kolo Moser, I'm sure you must 
have heard of either one or two already. Anyway, 
I don't intend to get too much into the History of 
Art department about Art Nouveau now, I have 
chosen this opening Quote because I just read it 
again in the news. It has always kind of inspired 
me in the past, and I always thought it's such a 
right on statement for a group of artists to write on 
its fucking portal as the official mantra. And now, 
as I sit here in a small room far away from my 
hometown, reading Austrian news-sites, I hear it 
again. I smile. I giggle! I piss my pants!! The FPO, 
Austria's Freedom Party that used to be lead by 
the famous Mr Haider, a political party that now in 
the year 2000 is part of the Coalition, has decided 
that they cannot support the Secession (now a 
gallery of Avant-Garde artists and still showing 
Klimt's Beethoven-Frieze) because of said Motto 
(!). Does it ring a bell? 

Yes ladies and gentlemen, welcome to 1934 
or something akin to that, the FPO is trying to be 
"the ordinary citizen's" so-called willing listener and 
subsequently, his loudest mouth, and they're good 
at it. The world again knows - or believes it knows 
- where Austria's heart beats...on the right side. 
But this is not true, this is why I am writing this 
column right now, I want to quickly tell you all what 
really is going on. 

First and foremost, I keep getting asked "Is it 
true that Fascists have taken over the Austrian 
government?" NO IT IS NOT. The media all over 
the world makes people believe utter nightmares, 
and it makes me angry that I keep getting con¬ 
fronted with this teutonic stereotype. The FPO is 
NOT a Nazi-Party, however it sympathises with a 
lot of issues that are indeed to be found again in 
History Books written after 1945... 

In the October 3, 1999 general elections, 
Haider and the FPO enjoyed an extremely strong 
showing. The FPO is emerging in a second-place 
tie with the ruling coalition People's Party, having 
obtained at least 27 % of the popular vote (I AM 
NOT 27 %, a popular sticker among right on Aus¬ 


trians). The Freedom Party will gain 12 
parlimentary seats, a total of 53. The ruling Social 
Democrats, while maintaining their first-place po¬ 
sition, were left with the smallest lead since World 
War II. On February 1,2000, Joerg Haider's Free¬ 
dom Party and People's Party announced they 
were joining to form a governing coalition. 

Bang! How could this happen? Immediatly, 
people went on the streets to demonstrate against 
this coalition, and it seemed that something was 
happening in Austria at that time. Of course, up 
until now people were still showing their anti-gov¬ 
ernment stickers and badges with, ahem, pride, 
but February and March was quite crazy. For the 
first time during a Demonstration in Austria 
teargas.or something like that, was used. But still, 
the main question is unanswered, HOW COULD 
THIS HAPPEN? A Party with a leader that keeps 
saying things like "The Africans who come here 
are drug dealers and they seduce our youth,"; 
"We've got the Poles who concentrate on car theft," 
he claims. "We've got the people from the former 
Yugoslavia who are burglary experts. We've got 
the Turks who are superbly organized in the heroin 
trade. And we've got the Russians who are ex¬ 
perts in blackmail and mugging.", someone who 
appears on campaign posters (for the 1999 gen¬ 
eral election) with his prime ministerial candidate 
Thomas Prinzhorn as "Two real Austrians". Fuck¬ 
ing amazing, isn't it? He also thinks that the 
Waffen-SS was a "respectable" organisation. What 
a great man. 

Yet still, he manages to slip through as an 
okay person, with 27 % voting for him. He finally 
made it into the Coalition. Hell, even I say that 
he's not a Nazi, well what the fuck is wrong with 
me then? Nothing, I tell you, I'm just someone who 
is very careful with what words people use, and - 
isms as a whole make things oh-so easy for people 
trying to make a political statement. 

Whereas I, as someone who absolutely hates 
and despises the Austrian Government as it is, I 
won't let anyone put this -ism label on Austrians, 
and eventually, me. A Nazi (National Socialist) is 
someone who hails with the right arm high, who 
scribbles Swastikas on walls or who writes Mani¬ 
festos against Jews, who poses in front of Red, 
White and Black Banners. Joerg Haider does not 
do that, none of his fellow FPO-lers does that. They 
just happen to be extremely dumb, moronic, igno¬ 
rant and xenophobic arseholes. THIS DOES NOT 
MAKE THEM ANY BETTER THAN NAZIS, no no, 
but do you begin to realise what I am talking about? 

Do not give them what they want, which is 
significance. Do not fear them. Tell them they're 
idiots but don't give them the opportunity to be 
seen on 29 covers of all international newsweeks 
and times and le mondes and spiegels. Because 
this is what really made them big. This is or was 
their tactic (baby, they're not gonna make it again 
anymore).

Punk Single *

iiy John 

A little background: I am the single father of a beau¬ 
tiful two-year-old child. As punks, our views are 
often out of step with society. I intend to use this 
column to talk about how I have dealt with trying 
to instill my beliefs onto my son, while fighting how 
society attempts to condition him. 

My wife and myself were both strict vegetar¬ 
ians when our son was born, and we both excit¬ 
edly planned to raise a child who had never let a 
single piece of meat pass his lips. However, some 
time after my wife left me, she decided that being 
vegetarian was no longer important to her, and 
began feeding our son meat when he was with 
her. I found out about this when my son and I 
walked past a McDonalds, and he told me he 
wanted a cheeseburger. 

The most important thing when dealing with 
a disagreement with the other parent is to NEVER 
say to the child that the other parent is wrong, or 
that their behavior is improper. The best case 
scenario is to first contact the other parent and try 
to work out some sort of compromise with them. 
However, my sons mother had no interest in 
changing her behavior. So the next time my son 
asked me for a cheeseburger, I told him that Daddy 
doesnt like cheeseburgers, because cheesebur¬ 
ger are made out of cows, and Daddy likes cows. 
Small children are very imitative, and love to do 
what their parents do (keep that in mind at all times, 
theyll pick up your worst habits), so my son imme¬ 
diately replied that he didnt like cheeseburgers 
either. I got him something else to eat, and then I 
read him a book about cows. Animals fascinate 
small children, and I believe that most children 
would choose not to eat meat if they understood 
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where it came from. I never told my son what to 
do or think, or that his mother was wrong, I tried to 
explain to him in terms that he could understand 
what I believe and why I believe it. I also tried to 
explain everything very simply, and avoid scaring 
the child or being heavy-handed. Every time he 
ask to eat something made out of meat now, I try 
to do the same thing again. 

The next time I was with my son, he told me 
that he didnt eat cows, but that his grandfather 
liked to eat them. I cannot control what happens 
to my son when he is not with me; my solution is 
far from perfect. I know that his other family still 
feeds him meat. But, I have started him question¬ 
ing where meat comes from, and helped him real¬ 
ize that even at two, he can make choices about 
how he wants to be treated. 


BOUGAINVILLE: 


Although most vegetarian parents will not 
experience opposition from the other parent, ani¬ 
mal cruelty is everywhere in our society, and chil¬ 
dren will experience pressure to eat meat from 
well meaning relatives or their friends. Children 
do not like to be dictated to, using these same 
techniques should help make the children under¬ 
stand why you want a particular thing for them. 

Lastly, many childrens books and movies are 
full of great vegetarian propaganda. Although I 
havent had a chance to see it yet, Chicken Run is 
about a bunch of chickens trying to escape being 
made into chicken pies. Babe and Charlottes Web 
are also two other movies that are great for illus¬ 
trating points.

Australia's Secret Little Vietnam

* Bouganville is an Island 7km west of the Solomon 
Islands. After WWI it has governed by Australia, 
becoming part of Papua New Guinea (PNG) in 
1975 

* In 1969 CRA (an Australia subsidiary of Rio Tinto 
(UK) forcibly establishes a copper mine on 
Bouganville. 

* Riot Police are used to fight women who are pro¬ 
testing the establishment of the mine. In traditional 
bouganvillian society women are the owners of 
land 

* The construction of the mine destroys 220 hect¬ 
ares of rain forest. 

*The mine leaves 800 people homeless and 1400 
without fishing rights. 

* After 20 years the mine had created a crater 1/2 
km deep and 7km in circumference. 

* It had created a billion tonnes of waste that were 
dumped into the Jaba River creating a wall of 
waste hundreds of metres high turned the river

* The mine accounted for 45% of all PNG export 
earnings

(PNGDF)was trained in Australia. 

* Australian Military Advisers have been directing 
PNG operations against the BRA. 

* Weapons for the PNGDF are either made and/ 
or supplied by Australia. 

* Australian Intelligence advised the PNG govern¬ 
ment to establish a total blockade around the Is¬ 
land preventing any supplies including medicine 



reaching the people. 

* 10,000 people have died. That is 7% of the total 
population. Many from preventable disease, due 
to restriction of medicine to the island. 

* Rape, torture and beatings are common tools of 
the PNG and its puppet "Resistance Force" 

* Australian supplied phosphorus bombs (napalm) 
are used against civilian targets such as villages 

* Villages have been destroyed and the inhabit¬ 
ants herded into "care centres" in an attempt to 
isolated the BRA from support. 

* 1 n 1995 BRA representative to peace talks were 
fired on by PNGDF troops. 

* In 1996 a government offensive destroyed many 
villages, however the PNGDF were driven back 
by the BRA, who often were armed only with home 
made guns and traditional weapons 

* In 1997 the PNG hired London Based Merce¬ 
naries, Sandline International to crush the BRA. 

* However riots, looting and protests by PNG popu¬ 
lation against the use of mercenaries forced the 
PNG government to back down. PNG Soldiers 
mutinied against the mercenaries. 

* BRA seizes Sandline International Weaponry. 

PEACE.....OR STILL WAR 

* In 1997 from a position of strength BRA initiates 
a Peace Process 

* 30 April 1998 a cease-fire agreement is signed. 

* Unarmed UN Peace Monitoring group is to par¬ 
ticipate 

* May 1998, elections are held for the 
Bouganvillian People Congress. BRA candidates 
win a massive majority. 

* There has been no real progress of 
demilitarisation by either side. PNG Soldiers are 
yet to withdraw; thus the BRA refuses to lay down 
arms. 

BRIEF ANALYSIS AND OPINION 

Okay so you just read a short history of what is 
has gone on, in Bouganville. But what is it all about. 
It is the same old story. A large multi-national min¬ 
ing interest sees resources and profit in an area 
"owned" by people that are deemed "weaker" than 
them. The company then uses the resources of 
the Imperialist State (Australia) these people. The 
peoples traditional life is destroyed and the com¬ 
pany facing no restrictions proceeds to rape and 


pillage the land, judging success solely on the 
basis of profit (like all companies do). The envi¬ 
ronment poisoned, the people oppressed. Yet what 
is different here is that the people revolted and 
relatively successfully. The mine is still closed and 
the BRA is still fighting. This shows both the 
strengths and the weaknesses of the ruling class. 
On one hand the capitalists have everything: they 
have the state, they have the media, they have 
the workplaces, shops and roads. Yet on the other 
hand they have nothing. We work, we supply the 
labour, they are reliant on our compliance. Thus 
the full force of the Australian Army could not be 
used against the BRA because the Government 
knows this would cause an upsurge of resistance 
here at home. So the PNG government uses mer¬ 
cenaries that cause their own people to revolt. The 
capitalist state is trapped: on one hand they need 
the profits to keep on going, they need to repress 
these people. Yet on the other hand they need 
the compliance of people in Australia. People that 
have been kept compliant with ideas like "Austra¬ 
lia is a nice kind democracy that helps the third 
world". If Australia stepped up the fight against 
the BRA this would rip away this allusion and 
cause more problems here at home. See the rul¬ 
ing class is scared shit less of you. It is scared 
that ordinary people are going to get to gather and 
create a better world. Why else do you think that 
they spend so much money brainwashing you 
throw the media, teaching you to obey at school? 
Why else so you think they have the army, the 
secret police (ASIO, Special Branch)? Now will 
the people of Bouganville be able to win autonomy 
and freedom...well I do not know. But what is go¬ 
ing to make it easier for them is if you do some¬ 
thing to help, raise the issue, storm the PNG em¬ 
bassy, picket CRA/Rio Tinto. 

Now why the fuck should you care I here you 
ask. Well this company CRA/Rio Tinto, has been 
one of the major enemies of unions in Australia. It 
just keeps on trying to brake the power of ordi¬ 
nary people. So you see the interests of the people 
in Australia, and that in Bouganville and in PNG 
(and the rest of the world) are the same: to dump 
the ruling class off our backs.
